GOLD IN WALES. 


Sin,—Allow me, in the first place, to thank Mr. W. M. Brown and Mr. 
Reay for their very excellent letters published in your Journal last week. 
Theirs is, really and truly, the practical way of treating the subject, and I 
look forward to your next Journal with considerable interest for a conti- 
nuation of their very valuable remarks. 

The consideration of what [ am “ obstinate’ enough to think an im- 
portant question has, at last, begun at the beginning, and I am sure that 
more light will soon shine upon it. 

Men en in the pursuit of any particular truth carefully collate (or 
should) all facts of theirown knowledge, and those known on the credible 
testimony of others. The accumulated facts they pubiish, with their opinions 
thereon. Men, as well as other things, are facts, 

In the course of writing upon facts, it is frequently necessary to use the 
names of individuals who may have become prominent in particular branches 
of science, and whose opinions have been publicly expressed upon given 
facts and statistics. It is quite fair and reasonable that the opinions and 
statistics of such individuals should be open te criticism. ‘There will be 
differences of opinion, of course, and such differences in matters of science 
should be expressed in scientific language, which is always to the point, 
and never uncourteous. ‘The two letters referred to above are examples. 

I do not very often trouble your columns, and never except I have some 
facts to state for the benefit of those who happen to be interested in the 
‘delusion of Gold in Wales;” but, whenever anybody happens to allude 
to me, one of your bilious correspondents appears to take particular plea- 
sure in trying his stamps on my toes. I wish he would take some other 
text—to wit, “Gold Extraction,” and write again all he knows about it. 
Mr. Hopkins thinks himself right, and everybody else in the wrong. In 
the name of truth let him say what the truathis. Mr. Hopkins hasattacked 
me with such virulence and untruthfalness that I am obliged to notice his 
remarks, lest anybody should be found to believe them, to my discredit. 
He holds his rod, “ Beware,” over my head, and, for that very reason, I 
wish to show him that I am not at all terrified, nor should I be if he were 
three or four Emperors of Russia rolled into one. 

I am really astonished that Mr. oe who has written so much, and 
so well, should ever descend to write the pitiful nonsense into which he is 
sometimes betrayed. 

I have before me copies of all Mr. Hopkins’s published, and some of his 
private, correspondence, and many of his statements do not run in parallel 
lines. Gibbon infused into his history a sneer against Christianity, and 
Paley said of it—* It is difficult to refute a sneer.” 

Mr. Hopkins, unfortunately, seldom writes without a sneer. It is, I be- 
lieve, impossible ‘‘ to refute a sneer,” except with a horsewhip, and, as I am 
not given to striking, I must let Mr. Hopkins’s sneers, so far as I am con- 
cerned, pass for what they are worth. 

But Mr. Hopkins has accused me of making “ false statements.’ This 
is a very serious charge, and I have no doubt there are some persons, of a 
quarrelsome turn, who would in reality horsewhip him forsuch impertinence. 

The “ false statements,” if any, however, must have been made by me 
in writing, for I have had no conversation with Mr. Hopkins, for the best 
of all possible reasons—namely, that it requires two persons to c ona 
conversation. ‘This being so, I very humbly request Mr. Hopkins to quote 
these “‘ false” and “ extravagant statements.” If he can do this, 1 am 

inthe wrong; if he cannot, he is not in the right, and he will, of course, 
?sa gentleman, make the amende honorable. 

I employ nobody to write for me. It is, therefore, manifestly unfair for 
Mr. Hopkins to group me in his aversive class, and make me individually 
responsible for what other people write. I am not responsible for other 
people’s nonsense. I am only responsible for my own. If Mr. Hopkins 
really desires to ventilate the gold question, let him take it up as other 
people have done, in a scientific spirit, no matter whether mechanical or 
chemical appliances fail or not. ‘The history of failure is the preface to 
success. I expect some failures, but I mean to go on for all that. Let 
Mr. Hopkins come out of his admonitory pulpit, and work. There are 
many persons who have a large amount of faith in the subject. Let Mr. 
my ins make us believe in his works, and then, perhaps, he may make 
us believe what it would appear he now thinks himself—that the whole 
realm of nature ought to be in subjection to him. 

Mr. Hopkins appears to forget that there is a large section of the com- 
munity, and of the respectable and honest portion too, engaged in mining 
pursuits, who fancy, at all events, that they may be so engaged, if they 

lease; but Mr. Hopkins, in his writings, sometimes would almost make 
it appear (although he can hardly mean it) that all persons engaged in 
mining adventure are persons to be dreaded and avoided. If this be the 
case, Sir, you hed better put an end to yourself and your Journal, and 
Mr. Hopkins would do well to retire from his profession at the same time. 

Mr. Hopkins appears determined that the gold in Wales shall not be 
extracted at a profit; Iam as determined that it shall. These are our 

ints of difference. Mr. Hopkins thinks there is not goid enough to pay; 

think there is. In my last letter I gave the reasons why I think so. 
Mr. Hopkins has not replied to that part of the question at issue, which, 
I submit, was the only part of any consequence to be noticed. 

Mr. Hopkins says he is *‘ entitled to have some account of the results at 
the Cwmheisian Works,” &c. I am ata loss tounderstand how he acquired 
his title. He has paid nothing towards the expenses, that I am aware of. 
I have; I have paid more than half the mine costs since its resumption of 
work. Mr, Mosheimer’s machines are only in course of erection, and there 
is, therefore, no produce from them. Mr. Mitchell’s machinery has just 
got to work upon some 50 or 100 tons of lode stuff. This machinery has 
been erected at my own expense. This is my own experiment, at a cost 
of several hundreds of pounds, I believe in the process, or I should not 
have had the machinery erected. Success, or failure, the result will be 
known through the Journal. But success or failure, how comes Mr. Hop- 
kins to be “entitled” to know? I have published failures before, and I 
will do it again, ot experiments I pay for myself. When I wanted infor- 
mation on this subject, and for Cwmheisian too, I paid Mr. Hopkins the 
fee he demanded for all he knew about it; at least, 1 supposed so. The 
plan of his I intended to use also at Cwmhceisian, only I found that he had 
improved upon it, and was trying, or about to try, it at the Cambrian 
Mine. I am waiting anxiously for that experiment. Mr, Clement says 
there is gold at Cwmheisian, and surely he ought to know. Other people 
say so too. Mr. Hopkins himself has said so. 

I have spent more than 300/. in assays and analyses of the minerals of 
the Dolgelly district since last July; the operations have been upon many 
tons, and the results satisfy me as to the existence of the gold. Mr. Hop- 
kins says “ there is no difficulty whatever in getting out the gold where it 
really exists, &c., at a cheap rate ;” and he demands to know of me the 
reason I cannot produce it. I am not aware that I ever put myself for- 
ward as one who could conduct mining operations on a large scale, It is 
not my profession. Mr. Hopkins has, and it is his profession. I look to 
him, and others who have done so, for assistance and advice. I assert 
that there is a difficulty at present in getting out the gold at a cheap rate; 
and it is because there is a difficulty so many methods are being tried at the 
present time; and, as I said in my last, we are looking to the array of talent 
now en on the question fora solution of the difficulty. Nobody but 
Mr. Hopkins, that I am aware of, has said there is no difficulty. I have 
just bought and paid for another machine to go to the district, and am 
going to pay the expenses of another, which may or may not answer. I 
am sure of it that somebody’s plan will ; and if all the mechanical plans 
fail, I will erect works, and try to have all the metals extracted chemi- 
cally. The gold is there, and it shall come out, pay or not. 

It is sheer nonsense for Mr. Hopkins to suppose for an instant that the 
plan of stamping and washing would not be adopted, if proved to answer. I 

-do not know it will not answer; I only think it will not. I know this much, 
however, that it will be of much importance to me if it should succeed, for I 
am interested in a very large extent of property, to the expense of work- 
ing which nobody contributes anything but myself, and thus will so re- 
main until the cheapest mode of extracting the gold is ascertained. 

I hope now to have done with personal observations of an objectionable 
character, and shall not notice any more if they are made. It is profitless. 
I will conclude with one gated proposition, which I hope will satisfy 
your readers for the trouble of perusing the above. I am not interested 
in the Cambrian Mine, but I am to the extent of 1-11th in the Garthgell 
re og my last I challenged Mr. Hopkins to find 60 tons of ore at 
the Cambrian Mine that did not contain on the average more than 30 grains 
of gold per ton. Mr. Hopkins, I believe, has as good a stamper in Mr. 
Pascoe as can be found, and is ready to back him. Mr. Hopkins asserts 
that he “ extracted three-fourths of the assay contents of stuff containing 
only 20, 30, and 40 grains of gold per ton.” I am sorry to disbelieve yet 


Having ns’s correspondence before me, I make the following 
extract from one of his letters to the Journal :—“ I wish it were possible 
to place 200 tons of auriferous mineral (known to contain on an average 
about 1 ounce of gold per ton), at the disposal of each of those who think 
their plans the best. 1 would place a stamping-mill, with the same power, 
under similar circumstances, and, with the aid of one or two boys, would 
undertake to reduce 200 tons in less time, at less cost and wear and tear, 
and to obtain the greatest amount of gold from it, against any of the re- 
cent inventions brought before the public.” 

This was written some time since, but applies equally to the present 
time. The stamping-mill is ready to hand: 200 tons of ore can now be 
had. The 30 grains per ton of ore can be taken at the Cambrian, and 
ad raised to 480 grains by introducing the balance of gold by weight. 
If Mr. Hopkins can do what he says—extract three-fourths of the assay 
contents of the gold from 200 tons by stamping and washing only, at less 
cost, &c., than any of the other plans now being tried, I will undertake to 
pay him 500 guineas. It will answer Mr. Hopkins’s purpose, as it will 
answer mine.—Stretford, April 2. T. A. Reapwiy, 


MINING MACHINERY—ENGLAND AND AUSTRALIA. 

Sm,—Excellent as is the action of the Suaxinc Taste, it is never- 
theless restricted in its application—that is, it requires especially adapting 
to the circumstances of the case. For instance, a table may be working 
very well upon clear white quartz, which is free from lead pyrites or oxides 
of iron, but if a different kind of stone, containing these matters in abun- 
dance, be tried with the same table the work will not be satisfactory. 
Modifications in the length of the plane, the stroke, and velocity must be 
made to suit the change of conditions; even then for these latter kinds of 
stone it is almost too delicate an instrument to use, so readily does it re- 
tain all the heavy matters mixed with the mineral gangue. When this is 
the case the table gets loaded with the heavy deposit, and the efficient ac- 
tion of the machine is lost. This was the case at the Prince of Wales 
Mine, and I think it questionable if the tables are at all fit for the kind of 
mineral there. 

Perhaps no machine has ever had less fair play than the Shaking Table; 
the very facility with which large quantities of stuff could be put through 
the machine has in all cases led to improper use of it. In the best cases 
a table of 3 ft. in width has been employed to take the crushed stone from 
four stamps; such a table should never take the stuff from more than two 
stamps. The loss of mercury in a table of this size, through which 40 tons 
of quartz would have passed in a week, is about 4 lbs. Much of this would 
be saved with more careful treatment, and by what would be a great im- 
provement—a copper in place of iron inclined plane, or bottom of the 
shaking table; copper inclined shoots have been frequently used to catch 
the mercury and gold combined. The — washed with nitric acid, 
or nitrate of mercury, and the mercury ru upon it, forming a brilliant 
coating; this, however, soon tarnishes, and requires renewing. The ra- 
pidity with which the mercurial surface tarnishes must destroy any good 
there may be in it, and this would in some measure be avoided by the 
copper shaking table, the friction keeping the amalgamated surface clean 
and bright. It is, perhaps, not much of a test of the action of the tables, 
but I may mention that in tables of two compartments I have found the 
proportions of amalgam in the first and second compartments as generally 
15 to 1, never lower than 9 to 1, and once, in an exceptional case of heavy 
gold, as high as 160 to 1. I have known the loss on stone giving 1 oz. 
14 dwts., 3 dwts. 1 gr., or ‘08 of the total amount in the stone; and in 
stone giving 64 ozs. the loss fairly due to the tables as only ‘04, although 
from imperfect reduction the loss in this latter case was far higher. 

The Tyrotese Mix is the next machine, and last of any importance. 
It was tried in the very earliest times of quartz crushing in Australia, and, 
old as it is, even made the subject of a new patent. When first used it was 
made of very small sizes, and thoroughly broke down as a useful machine; 
of late years it has again come into favour, but on a very much larger 
scale, and altogether a better instrument. It is a flat-bottomed iron pan, 
about 4 ft. in diameter, with sides rather sloping outwards of about 15 in. 
in depth; the bottom is covered with mercury. In this outer pan revolves 
a somewhat similar pan, smaller in diameter, but of greater height, and 
furnished with a central funnel, down which the crushed stone and water 
fall upon the mercury in the lower pan. As the pan revolves the crushed 
mineral, having no other outlet, traverses over the mercury between the 
two pans in a thin sheet, rises up between the two sides, and escapes over 
the edge of the outer pan. Carefully applied, this is a very useful and 
simple machine. ‘The passage over the mercury is accomplished evenly 
and regularly, and the separating is accomplished by the same action as 
the Chilian Mill. To work well the quartz must be crushed very fine, or 
it will have to be driven at a high velocity, which will inevitably carry 
away the fine gold. 

I have now gone through all the really practical processes in use in Aus- 
tralia, and, except as a warning, it is scarcely worth while to mention the 
others, but, perhaps, it will be usefal to name some of them. Rollers in 
troughs, with mercury in the bottom, the —_ passing in succession 
under several sets. Pumps to force the stuff many inches under mercury. 
Vertical screws, to take the dry quartz under the mercury. Longitudinal 
screws, to take the quartz dry and wet along the surface and under the 
mercury; the Cwmheisian, I think, is reviving this old, thrown aside idea. 
Rocking cradles, in which the stuff rolls from side to side with the mer- 
cury upon copper plates. Mercurial vapour, through the treated 
tailings, and many other whims and fancies of sanguine inventors. Not 
one of these complicated ideas deals with the question differently from 
several of the simple machines I havedescribed. ‘Take the instance of the 
screw, can it reasonably be expected to take the quartz more evenly or re- 
gularly over the surface of the mercury than the simple Tyrolese Mill, and 
in what way can it separate the crushed stuff better? Why cannot inven- 
tors rest satisfied with a simple principle, simply applied ? Why must 
they for ever be inventing, or rather investing, these principles with cum- 
brous round-about methods of working them, an2 then claim them as novel- 
ties, which are to work unheard of wonders in some way which no amount 
of reasoning can fathom ? 

I think I have now finished my description of the Australian machines, 
and I will now say a little upon the fallacy of judging machinery hastily 
from a before and after crashing. In the first place, I do not see how 
it is possible to sample from a bulk of gold quartz; I have seen a vast 
many heaps of quartz, from 5 to 150 tons in a kiln, and from } oz. to 
20 ozs. to the ton, and I am quite sure that no amount of trouble would 
seeure a fair sample short of pounding up the whole mass: in practise the 
thing is preposterous. With the tailings the case is rather different; taken at 
stated intervals, and frequently from the machine, a pretty accurate sample 
may be secured, but the ordinary way in which results as to the value of 
the machinery are drawn from these samples is fallacious. The common 


adopt is this—divide the sample taken into three parcels, assay the first 
for the gross loss; dissolve out with acid the gold in the second _— and 
weigh it, that gives the loose gold escaping, and points out defects in the 
amalgamating or separating; the residue of the second parcel assay, that 
gives the loss from imperfect crushing. Wash the third parcel, and mea- 
sure the size of the gold escaping with the micrometer—a good test rela- 
tively of the separating processess. In this way we arrive at some infor- 
mation as to how the gold is leaving us, whether loose or embedded in 
the stone, and better indications of the imperfections of our machinery. 
It was a very common cause of complaint in Australia in the early days of 
uartz crushing, the serious amount of gold escaping from the machines: 
ere were a great many cases where this was very heav? and I know 
several instances where the tailings have been successfully worked over 
again, but I think that at this present time Australian methods may be 
said to be practically perfect. There is a limit to the value of gold, and 
we may by over-refinement of our processes be buying it too dearly. The 
line must be drawn somewhere, and where the division can be made leav- 
ing the largest margin on the credit side, there is the best place to rest 
satisfied. Let us be content with the known simple and economical plans. 
Let the new plans be tried upon the residual tailings, and if successful 
upon these, a simple calculation of cost of working stamps them with prac- 
tical value, or sends them to oblivion. 

It may be asked which amongst the various processes I have deseribed 
is the one to use? that must in some measure depend upon the kind of 
quartz we are dealing with; once know this, and there is no practical diffi- 
culty in gathering the gold. The object of all mining is profit, and the 
judgment of the person who directs the operations will be influenced by

WELSH GOLD MINING. 

Sir,—I cannot, with any regard for my own position and character, 
omit replying, in my own defence, to some of the observations of Messrs.

Readwin (who is treading on slip; ground): This gentleman has ven- 
tured to affirm a statement which is physically untrue, because upwards 
of 60 tons of ore have been treated during my stay at the Cambrian, none 
of which, after careful assaying, yielded 10 grs. of gold per ton of ore; and 
the last sample, from 20 tons, only gave, per assay, 1} gr. per ton, which 
somewhat tasked the delicacy of the balance to determine. 

I do not pretend to much science or skill in metallurgy, beyond what it 
would be reasonable to expect from a man who, after a good theoretical 
education in mechanics, and the theory and practice of chemistry and che- 


mical analysis, might be expected to have acquired after 18 to 19 years’ , 


practical experience in mining and metallurgy, but I am always ready to 
receive instruction from those who possess more practical skill or more 
theoretical information than myself. 

The extraordinary heterogenous conglomeration of names of Practical 
men which Mr. Readwin has made is barely worthy of comment, except 
in so far as it shows us his views of the meaning of practical. Mr. Read- 
win says that he defies Mr. Hopkins to procure him a sample from 60 tons, 
but I can inform him that not only 60 or 600, but that 2300 tons are 
sampled at the Morro Velho Mine thrice a month (= three assays on 
6630 tons per month). For the of ascertaining the exactitude ot 
the assays, the trial was carried on for six or seven months, and verified 
by contrasting the assay content of the ore against the produce and assay 
value of the residue, and the sum of the latter gave a difference of 5 per 
cent. less than there should have been shown, but a great part of this iit. 
ference may be accounted for, because the loss in the stuff proceeding from 
the concentration of the richer slimes, and the gold contained in the amal- 
gamation residue, was not taken into account. But even disallowing this, 
and admitting that the difference had been +4, of an ounce, and consider- 
ing the exceeding small quantity of gold in proportion to the bulk or weight 
of the ore (being equal to only about 447;), 1 think I am justified in say- 
ing that it is possible to sample and assay correctly poor gold ore in bulk. 
Thousands of tons of silver ore, containing metallic silver, which is equally 
difficult to sample and assay as gold ore, are annually sold in very large 
lots by assay. 

Iam afraid Mr. Henwood has been mistaken when he stated that he 
received the information about the blanket process from the authorities 
at the mine, as the only parties who could be called authorities most posi- 
tively deny that Mr. Henwood ever had such information from cen. 
Why does Mr. Henwood profane and drag Biblical quotations into discus- 
sions on metallurgy ? Mr. Henwood’s insinuation that I do not know how 
to use the delicate balances, &c., in my office, is simply ridiculous. Since 
the age of 17 I have exercised the profession of master assayist, and Messrs. 
John Taylor and Sons, the St. John del Rey Company, and the Chilian 
Government, have testified to my skill and exactness. 

If gold is to be had in large lumps, of 1 oz. weight, in Scotland, why do 
they not work the mines for it ? or is the piece Mr. Henwood speaks of as 
rare as an aerolite? If Mr. Henwood knows of so much gold in Cornwall 
and Scotland, why does he not take steps to enrich himself with his dis- 
coveries ? Ido not think he would meet with much opposition from the 
owners of the royalties. 

Respecting Mr. Mosheimer and his letter, I must make the following 
observations: — 

Imprimis.—I do not pretend to support, nor yet to follow, in the wake 
of Mr. Hopkins’s plan of reduction, although I may approve of many ot 
the peculiarities he has introduced into this country. 

At the commencement of this controversy I only proposed (note my first 
letter) to uphold the stamps versus any other machine for pulverising the 
ore in the peculiar manner best adapted for the gold, as being the most 
economic, most rapid, and most effective machine for the purpose. It 
matters not, so far as the stamps are concerned, to what subsequent treat- 
ment the ore may be subjected. Mr. Mosheimer might put all of it into 
his amalgamators, if he chose, after the ore were once fairly and well 
pulverised. 

I will not criticise Mr. Mosheimer’s answers to my remarks in my pre- 
vious letter, though it must be evident to anyone that it is a clumsy attempt 
to get out of difficulties—e.g., his proof that Welsh mines were as good as 
the Californian. I, however, sincerely congratulate him upon having had 
the good sense to take my advice respecting the manner of using stamps. 
Truly I said that only a novice would use the dry stamping. Mr. Mos- 
heimer tried it, and succeeded—in beating the copper bottoms down { in. 
in less than an hour, I am glad to find that since then he has ordered the 
stamps to be worked as they ought to be—viz., on WET stamping. He 
has further determined to put the crushing-mill to its legitimate use— 
namely, dry crushing. 1 hope we shall shortly have some details of his 
operations with his amalgamators and “coffee mili” grinder, although the 
rumours current are not very favourable respecting them. 

I am, and always have been, too independent to endeavour to support 
anyone whom I considered to be pursuing a wrong course, and hope I shall 
continue so. Although I may agree with Mr. Hopkius as to the general 
principle of the first treatment of the ore, I by no means profess to support 
him, or “‘any other man,” in the details. I rest upon my own practical 
information and judgment for the justification of my own acts, and of the 
statements I make public. 

Mr. Brown must be mistaken about his only obtaining 5}, of gold by 
blankets versus his Mercurial Ripple Tables, or he did not know how to 
use them. The ore at Morro Velhois much heavier than any of the Aus- 
tralian ores, and, therefore, the loss should be much greater; and, accord- 
ing to the results from his single experiment, we should have obtained less 
than 2 grs. per ton from ore of 1 oz. per ton. Thisis, indeed, such a “ 7e- 
ductio ad absurdum” as I could not have expected from a gentleman of 
Mr. Brown’s talents. I hope he will revise his calculations, as, perhaps, 
he has substituted grains for pennyweights, or even ounces,

ALUMINIUM, AND ALUMINIUM BRONZE. 


Sir,—Observing in the Journal of last week an account of the articles 
manufactured of aluminium and aluminium bronze, about to exhibited by 
Messrs. Mappin Brothers, of Regent-street, you will, perhaps, permit me 
to say a few words upon the subject, with a view of turning the attention 
of our manufacturers to the many improvements that may be made in the 
application of metals, and alloys of metals, with,which they are every day 
manipulating. They can imitate gold (far more closely than silver has 
ever been imitated with the white metals) with an alloy that can be ma- 
nufactured at 1s. 6d. per lb.; and they may replace aluminium by another 
metal quite as inoxidisable, and which may be obtained at the same rate. 
A t deal of noise has been made about aluminium not tarnishing, yet 
it will be found that the metal tin is equally free from that disadvantage, 
quite as brilliant—I consider much more brilliant—in colour, and costs 
61. 4s. per cwt., instead of 3/. the avoirdupois pound. Alloyed with cop- 

r, alloys quite as nearly approaching gold as those shown in the recent 
Foternational Exhibition by Messrs. Bell Brothers, of Newcastle, may be 
produced with copper and tin, especially with a very small portion of 
nickel and bismuth ; and we might have works of arts in gold-coloured 
ordinary bronze upon every table. The tin can readily be hardened by 
having a small proportion of antimony and iron mixed with it, and the re- 
sulting alloy is really excellent. I have myself seen bronzes of copper and 
tin with solid tin (to which a dash of nickel has been added) look abso- 
lutely beautiful. We should remember, too, that gold-coloured bronze 
teaspoons could be sold at 4s. the dozen, inetead of 20s., the price which 
you give for alumininm bronze in last week’s Journal. There would only 
be about the same amount of copper in each, so that there would be no 
difference in the taste communicated ; and as the aluminium bronze tar- 
nishes as readily asthe tin bronze, it would no advantage even in 
that respect. Neither Messrs Mappin Brothers, Messrs. Bell Brothers, nor 
any other manipulators of aluminium, can refute these a, 








COLLIERY WORKING IN SCOTLAND. 


Sir,—On the subject of “‘ Long Wall v. Pillar and Room,” allow me to 
give you our experience in this part of the world. We are at present work- 
ing six different seams of coal, varying from 2 feet to 6 feet 6 in. in height. 
The roofs are of different strata, some being freestone, and others white 
shale or blaze. The seams with the worst roofs, and of the greatest height, 
have been wrought “stoop and room,” until about two and a half years 
ago. At present, all the seams are being wrought on the long wall prin- 
ciple, with advantage both to employers and employees. For Mr. Nay- 
smith’s guidance in any trials he has made, or may make, I might men- 
tion that we experienced more difficulty from prejudice and ignorance 
than from natural causes. As to ventilation, since the change of system 
we have experienced great advantage.

THE MANCHESTER GEOLOGICAL SOCIETY. 


S1r,—My attention having been drawn, as an old member of the Man- 
chester Geological Society, to an article in the Colliery Guardian of 
Feb. 28, reflecting upon the management of that society, and as I deem 
that article most unwarrantable and uncalled for, I pray you will accord 
to me the favour of offering a few remarks upon the insinuations it con- 
tains. I fear it would occupy too much of your valuable space were I to 
give the quotations necessary to allow of your readers judging how replete with invec- 
tives and failacious in principle the article in question is; I will, therefore, briefly refer 
to some of the most prominent objections that are urged against the society, and In so 
doing sufficient will be stated to show the feeling which pervaded the mind of the writer 
during the time such effusion was being prepared. For convenience of reference I will 
arrange the objections in numerical order.—1. “* There has been much in its proceedings 
during the last 12 months that has been viewed with dissatisfaction by many of the ho- 
norary members, and which has certainly reflected no great credit upon anyone connected 
with the society.”—2. “ That the society, instead of being a school for colliery managers, 
has frequently been turned into an arena for amateur inspectors, and that due order and 
discipline is not maintained, so that competent men might be induced to comeand teach, 
by the prospect of meeting with others younger in years and experience, but able and 
willing to learn.”—3. “That the purely geological papers, for the most part, pertain 
rather to recreation than to business.” The writer sums up by warning thesociety that 
all this wants rectifying, or rather reforming altogether, and that if some steps be not 
taken towaris abating the nuisance, the society will soon be in danger of losing some of 
its most honoured and valued members, 

In reply to the first objections, it may not be amiss to allow the report of the council 
for the past year to answer for itself, and to see how far that document agrees with the 
remarks of your contemporary :--** Your council have great pleasure in stating that dur- 
ing the last session the attendance of members at the monthly meetings has been very 
good, and that great interest has been manifested in the proceedings. 
valuable papers, both on mining and geology, have been read, some of which have, with 
our permission, been translated into French.” If the council were honest in laying be- 
fore the members the report from which the foregoing is an extract (which few will be 
disposed to doubt), the only conclusion to be arrived at is that your contemporary is de- 
liberately and wilfully perverting the truth, and stating the very antithesis of that which 
he knew to be correct. If, instead of stating that much had been done that reflected no 
credit upon the society, the writer had pointed out some of the meetings that had brought 
the society into bad repute with them, the public could have judged for themselves whe- 
ther the remarks were made out of petty jealousy or the circumstances of the case required 
them. Perhaps, however, our worthy President, Mr. Dickinson, is the proper person to 
answer that portion of the second series of objections, wherein it is stated that due order 
and discipline is not maintained at the meetings. But, should he not feel disposed to do 
so, I may remark that the charge is as untrue as it is uncalled for,and that the Presid

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THE REVENUES OF THE DUCHY OF CORNWALL. 


S1r,—In the Mineral Statistics of the United Kingdom for 1861, “ Puab- 
lished by order of the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury,” 
I find the following heading: —* Quantity and Value of Black Tin Raised 
Srom Mines belonging to the Ducuy or Cornwa.t, upon which Dues 
were Paid in the Year 1861;” then follows a list of the mines, with their 
individual produce, amounting, in the aggregate, to 1309 tons of tin, sold 
for 96,1262. 9s. 114d.; and, according to Mr. J. Y. Watson, in his ** Pro- 
gress of Mining,” the royalty upon this sum would be 6408/.; and as this 
is only a small part of the Duchy revenue, I am at a loss to reconcile it 
with the statement in your Journal of Saturday last—that the gross pro- 
duce of the Duchy from mines is only 65002. a year, * out of which a large 
proportion is from quarries of granite, slate, and china-clay.” If the 
Government returns are correct, the tin mines yield the Prince 6408/. a 
year, without the “‘ quarries of granite, and slate, and china-clay;” And, 
if I mistake not, the copper mine of Phoenix belongs to the Duchy, and 
for many years must have paid at least 5000/. a year in royalties; and in 
1860 the proprietors offered the Duchy a premiam of 5000/7. for a new 
lease, which was refused; and a new lease would only be granted, and it 
is supposed was granted, to a new company, for 1-18th dues, and 25 per 
cent. of the profits.

Srz,—Some time ago, after using all due precaution, I purchased West 
Basset Mine shares, with the reasonable expectation of receiving regular 
dividends, subject, of course, to the fluctuations incident to this species of 
investment. I have just received a copy of the two-monthly printed ac- 
counts, but, alas! no dividend. A single glance at this statement of ac- 
counts shows the cause why: instead of the 6s. dividend I fondly expected, 
I perceive 18667. 14s. 1d. charged for “* Boundary Costs.” My loss of 
dividend is at once accounted for. I applied to the office for further in- 
formation, and was told that we might consider ourselves fortunate in hav- 
ing so little to pay, inasmuch as the demand for costs by the solicitors of 
South Frances was originally 1460/. 10s. 8d., from which amount the tax- 
ing-master had considerately lopped off no less a sum than 672/. 3s, 1d. 
If this is the scale, thought I, upon which we pay our lawyers, what will 
become of us poor clients? Under these circumstances, I fear, South 
Frances will not have a very large sum out of the 9107. 6s. 5d. (how beau- 
tifully exact!) for damages to add to their next dividend. I had 
hardly left the West Basset office, when I met a mine agent from the 
neighbourhood of South Frances, and the conversation naturally turned 
upon the *‘ Boundary Question,” and the extraordinary charge for da- 
mages. The only consolation I received was ‘Serve you right for not 
accepting the compromise offered by South Frances.” I replied, ‘* This 
is the first time I ever heard of any compromise having been offered by 
South Frances. I always understood that the action ‘ Reynolds (South 
Frances) v. Buckley (West Basset)’ was the consequence of the rejection 
by South Frances of the honourable compromise proposed by West Basset 
—that is to say, to adopt what was known as Marriott’s line, cr the divi- 
sion of the ground in dispute.”” He then assured me the impression in 
Cornwall was just the con I immediately returned to the West 
Basset office, and related what I had heard, and a gentleman said there is 
nothing like ‘black and white” to prove which is right, whereupon he 
showed mea copy of a letter written by the West Basset committee to that 
of South Frances, dated Feb. 28,1857; and one from the latter to the former, 
dated March 16, 1857, from which I extracted the following passages :—

“It is not, however, our desire to push matters to extremities, and in order to avoid 
the necessity of either party to appeal to courts of law to confirm the particular views 
each may entertain. We were prepared—without admitting any right on the part of 
South Frances, but in deference to the opinion of Mr. Marriott, as the representative of 
the grantor—and we are willing still, to adopt for the southern boundary between the 
two mines the line laid down by that gentleman in 1854, and then agreed to, though now 
repudiated (not rightly, we submit) by yourselves. And by way of manifesting the 
strongest disposition on our parts to settle the question, and preserve the friendly rela- 
tions between the two mines which have hitherto existed, we are prepared by way of 
farther concession, under the belief that the encroachment on the part of South Frances 
was purely accidental, not to ask for any account of, or participation in, the proceeds of 
er dl a south of Marriott’s line, but the nett proceeds of the ore on the north 
From the letter of the South Frances committee— 
“ We must decline to accept the terms of compromise proposed by you, and unless the 
line of boundary suggested by us be adopted the matter must cease to be one of negociation.’; 
It ought to be mentioned that the line suggested by South Frances was 
the one to which, under any circumstances, either in law or equity, the 
could lay claim, and, therefore, no compromise at all. Now, although 
cannot acquit the West Basset committee entirely of blame in this matter, 
inasmuch as they neglected to settle the boundary when the subject was 
first mooted in 1854, yet in common justice to them, I am anxious to dis- 
pel the erronerous impression which seems to exist in Cornwall. The ex- 
tracts above plainly show who are the parties to blame, and they have cer- 
i y taken little by their motion, and have realised an old adage, which

will bear favourable comparison for acting in a strictly impartial manner, and securing 
for each speaker equal privileges, whilst his knowledge upon all subjects connected with 
mining, and his intimate acquaintance with the science of geology, render him one of 
the fitest persons that could possibly be found for presiding over meetings where such 
subjects come under discussion, 

What is intended to be conveyed by the remarks that the society has frequently been 
turned into an arena for amateur inspectors is not easy to divine. But if they are in- 
tended to coerce or intimidate members from attacking and exposing evils in connection 
with the management of collieries, the writer merits the just indignation of all con- 
nected with the trade, and of every friend of humanity. That something is radically 
wrong in the management of collieries is abundantly attested by the melancholy facts 
that are almost daily presented to us; and yet no case is too bad, no direlection of duty 
too glaring, nor niggardly economy productive of results so disastrous, as not to be es- 
poused by some prejudiced and interested individuals, providing they can see an opportu- 
nity of heaping calumny on the workman,and sounding the praises of the “ oppressed ” 
employers. To a mind untainted with prejudice, and free from bias, it is not difficult to 
see that the greatest enemy and barrier to improvement is the one who seeks to gloss 
over and hide the defects and weakness of any system; more especially so when by so 
doing he places all upon the same level, and renders those who have spared neither pains 
nor expense to protect the lives of those engaged under them subject to the same unne- 
cessary legislative interference as the proprietor who acts regardless of the interest of 
those employed under him. The logical deduction of yourcontemporary in reference to 
those being always best adapted for teaching who are oldest in experience and years is 
not borne out in practice, however logical the deduction may appear. It is well known 
that some men are careful observers, whilst others can pass through a long lifetime and 
scarcely record a single fact. Again, some were intended by Nature to be subservient 
to the will and dictates of others, whilst others could not bear to wear the chains of bond- 
age. It is true that there are some members of the society in question who might rea- 
sonably be expected to come forward as teachers, from the prominent position they hold

For instance, supposing I at any time state that a certain mine is producing 
twice as much ore as another minegand that the expenses of the former are considerably 
less than the latter, my readers may always rely on the correctness of my statements, 
as I am exceedingly particular to satisfy myself of the facts before writing my letters. 
If this latter mine should be selling at a much higher price than the former one, and I 
give it as my opinion that it is not worth as much money as the other, it is simply an 
opinion, and my readers mast judge for themselves whether the reasons I give for ar- 
riving at that opinion are conclusive. 

In my late letters respecting Wheal Harriett and Pendeen Consols, I have clearly 
proved to my own satisfaction, and to the satisfaction of a large number of corre- 
spondents, that if many mines which are selling at a higher price than Harriett or Pen- 
deen are worth the money, the latter mines are worth double the money they are now 
selling at. A speculator in such mines as Harriett and Pendeen can retire to bed and 
sleep comfortably, well knowing they are working at a good profit, whether he sleeps or 
wakes.

He feels very different to the 
man who bas his drawer full of letters, all demanding the payment of “ calls,” with 
threats of law proceedings if they are not instantly paid ; he has laid out his money, aod 
is thankfal that, although the price may from market operations decline, he will be free 
Srom™ calling” letters and threats of lawsuits. 

Speculators who have never had a dozen or twocalling mines at one time, can form no 
idea of the relief one feels when the shares are got rid of, and the money is put into such 
mines as Harriett and Pendeen. 1 know what it is, and so do many others. Two or 
three calling mines are very well, but don’t go into them by wholesale; they will drive 
one mad, I hear hundreds exclaim, “ True, they have almost driven me mad.” 

It may be well supposed that my letters to the Mining Journal have produced agreat 
deal of correspondence. Many of the writers have mentioned mines which are selling 
at a ridiculously high price, and have invited me to refer to them publicly in the Journal, 
and thus be the means of preventing the public from losing their money. Many have 
solicited me to go particularly into the accounts of a certain mine now paying dividends, 
to show that the last dividend ought not to have been paid, and that no more ought to 
be paid until the accounts are in a more satisfactory state. J well know their complaints 
to be just, and at some fature time I may do what they wish ; but at present my object 
is to bring before my readers’ notice good mines—mines which may be safely speculated 
in, and where the risks are but trifling, whilst the chances of great gains are many.

I have known great hits made in them, and have myself 
been frequently very saccessful in them. tn some future letter I may give the names 
of a tew mines of this class, where the probabP ity of a rise of several hundred per cent. 
in a short time is very greal. I would not advise any persons to speculate in them but 
those who can hold on tor twelve months at least, and can efford to lose all the calls 
which may be made during that time. If thenthe mine proves a disappointment, and 
the speculator wishes to dispose of his Interest, he will, no doubt, be able to do so at 
cost price, minus the calis, provided he bought in at a low price. 

There is one highly speculative mine he can at present buy Into at a low price—10s. 
per share—and in which, for a certainty, there will be no cal's for twelve months, and 
probably not even then; as very experienced agents have given it as their opinion that 
in twelve mouths’ time it will pay its own expenses, It is called the Prince or Waves 
Mine. As I am one of the committee of management, and hold a large interest in the 
concern, I state it as a positive fact ‘hal no call will be required for twelve months. 
Now, let us suppose any speculator who is fond of this class of mines purchasing 200 
shares, at 10s, each, they will cost him 1002. He will have the chances of any disco- 
very for one year certain, and possibly for two or three years, without the fear of any 
call. If in that time nothing of consequence turns up, and he should wish to sell his 
shares, the probability is that they will besaleable at 7s. or 8s. each; or, to put it to the 
worst, suppose they on!y fetch 5a, each, he will only lose 501.

The class of mines I would recommend to those who desire /ift/e risk, and who do not 
expect 500 per cent. profit, is such as Penpeen Consors, WHEAL GRENVILLE, NokTH 
Downs, Hanniett,and Wueat Uny. At the present price I consider all those are per- 
fectly safe to buy. Wheal Uny hes been almost as much neglected by the market as 
Pendeen Consols was before I wrote about it; but speculators may take my word for it 
that Wheal Uny is one of the best progressive mines in Cornwall, I will give my rea- 
sons for believing it to be so. 

It is situated in the rich metallic district of Redruth, and is surrounded by good mines. 
It consists of only 4096 shares —a fact but little considered by speculators, as too many 
jook only at the price of the shares, and not at the number of the shares; Wheal Uny, 
therefore, at 71. a share would be only 41. 15s. a share, supposing the mine to have been 
divided into 6000 shares, Speculators should never overlook this fact, as most mines 
now started are in 6000 shares. 

It is now more than six mouths since a call was made, there having been two meetings

THE GOVERNOR AND COMPANY OF COPPER MINERS 


IN ENGLAND. 


The annual court of proprietors was held at the London Tavern, on 
Tharsday,—Sir Joun Henry Pevry, Bart., the Governor, in the chair. 
Mr. C. Frewer (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting, 


and the corporation seal was affixed to the list of proprietors. The 
minutes of the last court were confirmed, 

The GoveRNoR said it had been usual upon these occasions for the Chairman to make 
a épeech, which was accepted as the report; but the court of assistants thought that a 
report printed and circulated among the proprietors would be more acceptable to them 
than the ordinary speech ; and, moreover, it was more in accordance with what was 
now the usual custom in other companies. 

The Secretary then read the report referred it. It stated that the court of assistants 
had again the unthankful office of presenting to their co-proprietors an adverse balance- 
sheet, the operations of the company, within the year ending Jan. 24, 1863, having re- 
sulted in a further loss of 50147. The causes of this result are those which had been 
mentioned on two previous occasions—unsettled and over-supplied markets, and con- 
sequent excessive competition. This conclusion, which has not been arrived at hastily, 
has borne the test of close and continous observation, and its accuracy is further attested 
by the generally known fact that within the last three years no profits have been made 
by any one from the several trades in which the company is engaged. It is very de- 
sirable that the proprietors should clearly understand this fact, in order that they may 
not erroneously ascribe the absence of profit to any circumstances peculiar to the com- 
pany. The long period of depression has proved the power of the company to compete 
with similar undertakings without sustaining material damage, and there can be but 
little doubt that those who can thus endure will ultimately secure an equivalent forany 
temporary unproductiveness of their capital. Although the company have been unable 
to obtain remunerative prices for their produce during the last three years, and have 
therefore been unable to pay dividends, they have in many important particulars 
greatly improved their circumstances. At the works the minerals are now better 
developed than they have been at any previous time, and the furnaces, mills, machinery, 
rolling stock, and, indeed, all parts of the property, are approaching the best possible 
condition for extensive and economical working. In estimating the cost.of improve- 
ments in such works as the company’s, it is necessary to make large deductions for 
what may be but maintenance against current wear and tear; but after due allowance 
for such work, it may safely be asserted that since January, 1860, upwards of 12,0002. 
has been spent at Cwm Avon for the benefit of the futare. In the past yerr all ex- 
penditare of that kind has been charged against revenue, in addition to 2348/. 18s., 
written off from outlay on works’ account of former years, which account now shows 
8 balance of only 1457/. 18s. against it. In consequence of the falling off in thedemand 
from the United States, new markets have been sought and found for the company’s 
manufactures, and the advantages of a more extended connection may in consequence 
be anticipated. Iu the same manner, too, it may be hoped that the great publicity 
afforded by the International Exhibition, in which the company obtained a medal for 
copper, iron, and tin-plates, may have some beneficial effect. It is a satisfaction to the 
court of assistants to be able to say that in the accounts which they lay before the pro- 
prietors there has been nothing like reservation ; whatever ill success the company has 
experienced is there faithfully exhibited. In the importantitem of stocks the quantities 
have been verified with the usual care, and prudently valued. Shortly after the day 
of stock-taking a fall took place in the price of copper, and their valuation of the stock 
was reduced in consequence by nearly as much as the amount of the year’s loss, which 
but for that circumstance would have been but comparatively insignificant. It may be 
well to mention for the benefit of those proprietors who are not aware of the fact that 
the price of copper, which in 1857 was 1351. per ton, is now only 897. per ton, and that 
the large quantity which the company necessarily have always in stock, in various 
forms, has had to bear a corresponding reduction in the annual valuations, Notwith- 
standing the very large sales effected during the year there has been no loss whatever 
by bad debts, and the doubtful accounts which were written off in previous years have 
yielded some small returns. The liabilties of the company continue to be very small, 
as the rule of paying cash for purchases is still maintained. The item “ sundry cre- 
ditors,” 25,451/., includes a temporary loan from the bankers of 10,0007., which has 
since been repaid. The sum of 18/. 16s. 2d., charged in the + covers all lia- 
bilities for lega! expenses. A small sum realised in the past year, from some of the 
assets of the old company, has been carried to the credit of capital expenditure account, 
and has slightiy redaced the balance of that account. Allusion was made in last re- 
port to some contemplated improvements in the harbour of Port Talbot, in which the 
company has a jarge interest. The court of assistants are happy to report that those 
improvements are progressing rapidly, and they believe this property, which for many 
years has occasioned much trouble and vexation,will eventually become a source of profit. 

The report of the auditors stated that in the expenditure of the year the sum of 2348/7. 
has Deen written off on account of new works in former years, and in addition to this new 
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works have been executed at the furnaces, &c., and in the collieries and mines at an 
outlay of 5447/., which on the principle adopted last year has been charged direct to the 
different departments, thus making the revenue of the year bear the cost of all such 
additions to the works which has necessarily affected the profit and loss account; but 
tne expenditure will doubless tell on the result of fature years’ working. 

The Governor moved that the directors’ and auditors’ reports be received and adopted 
and entered on the minut ition having been duly seconded,

assistants in any one respect upon the administration of the company’s affairs, and 
without saying one single word upon that subject, he had to repeat upon this occasion 
the objection which he last year raised to the passing of the accounts—which was this, 
that, in spite of the proprietors not receiving any return for their capital, the court of 
assistants had, uader the company’s charter, appropriated their usual remuneration of 
20001. He objected to this payment, because he thought that in any affair of this sort 
directors and proprietors should shareand share alike. He presumed that the loss shown 
in the accounts had arisen (rom the continuous expenditure upon newworks. For instance, 
there was Port Talbot; it was trae, he did not even know where the port was, but he 
certainly could not understand why it was so large a sum should be expended upon it. 
He also objected to the expenditure upon the collieries, and upon all the new works, 
his ground of objection being that if they were unable to make a profit out of old it could 
hardly be expected that a profit would be realised out of the new works. He was speaking 
as a holder of prefi share ; therefore, he stood in the capacity of a mortgagee, but the 
court of assistants represented only the holders of the old or orginal stock ; and to his 
mind it was very questionable whether the coart of asssistants had an equitable power 
to expend money upon an extension of those works. He | y proposing t 

the court of assistants be requested to withold this claimand the payment of a grant of 
money for their services, until the return of a more prosperous condition of this company. 

Mr. L. H. Hastewoop said that so far from this company having expended a large 
amount of money upon the harbour at Port Talbot, it had never laid out one single 
penny, although deeply interested, being holders of 20,0007. worth of the Port Talbot 
Company’s bonds, which the Copper Miners Company became possessed of many years 
ago. In the report just submitted the court of assistants merely imformed the pro- 
prietors that “ they believed this property will eventually become a source of profit.” 
Mr. Anderton had also said that the court of assistants represented only the old stock, 
but so far from that being the fact several members of that court, himself among the 
number, did not hold any of the old stock. The court, however, were trustees for both 
parties. (Hear, hear.) As regards the new works, they were not making, absolutely, 
any new works; but if the engines that were carrying the coals broke down, he sup- 
posed they must be repaired, and that their coal mines must be properly secured. If 
they pulled down one furnace and built another it was certainly a new work, but unless 
such necessary outlays were incurred they would soon have to stop altogether. 

Mr. A. Beatie (one of the auditors) sald that all expenses attending the repairs of 
works were kept under one head, but any outlay upon additional works was kept us 
& separate item. 

A Proprietor had concluded from the reading of the report that ail the outlay thus 
made was necessary for the preservation of the efficiency of the works. (Hear, hear.) 
Everyone knew that the expenditure had not been made just for the purpose of spend- 
ing money, but for the purpose of keeping all the works in an efficient condition. 

The GoveRNor mentioned, as an instance of the beneficia! results of such expenditure, 
the fact that for many years there were five blast-furnace works, which were supplied 
by an engine that could only produce a certain amount of blast, and a certain amount 
of iron was yielded ; but it was found by the new manager that by applying that blast 
to three furnaces as much iron was produced as was formerly obtained by the five fur- 
naces, and an engine was being erected for producing blast for the other two furnaces. 
Formerly, the cost of such a work as this would have been extended over a perriod of 
three years, but now it was all charged in one year’s accounts—that was one item of 
new works. Another large item was for an extension of the underground workings, 
anew colliery having been opened. That work, from first to last, had cost not less 
than 15,000/., and it was only just beginning to produce coal, although the whole of 
the cost incurred in opening it had been liquidated. Surely every commercially- minded 
man would agree with the court that such works as these should not be suspended until 
times improved, for it would be remembered that they could not open a mine in the 
same way that they could open a shop. (Hear, hear.) It had also been remarked that 
directors and proprietors should share and share alike, but he would remind that gen- 
tlemen that there was this difference—the one were working and the other were sleeping 
partners, the former experiencing all the anxiety and toil inseparable from the conduct 
of such a large concern as this, which required the most watchful attendance. 

Mr. J. M. GitperTson seconded the amendment. 

A Proprietor objected to the amendment, upon the ground that it was contrary to 
all commercial usage. 

Mr. Hawrnorn thought that the proprietors should be grateful to the court of 
assistants for their exertions, and considered that the course recommended in the 
amendment had been put in a most unusual manner. 

The amendment was then put, the only hands held up in its favour being those of 
its mover and seconder. The original resolution was then put and carried. 

The retiring members of the court of assistants (Messrs. J. Harman, L. H. Haslewood, 
and W. A. Shaw) were re-elected. Mr. G. H. Powall resigned in consequence of failing 
health. Messrs. W. H. Hornbey, M.P., and J. Somes, M.P., were elected members of 
the court of assistants. Messrs. A. Neattie and W. G. Whatman were reappointed au- 
ditors, The usual votes terminated the proceedings. 


MWYNDY IRON ORE COMPANY. 


The first annual general meeting of proprietors was held at the offices 
of Messrs. John Taylor and Sons, Queen-street-place, Upper Thames- 
street, on Monday,— 

Mr. Cuaries Capper (the Chairman of the company) in the chair. 

The Cuarrman having declared a quorom of shareholders to be present, 

Mr. N. M. MaxweE t (secretary) read the notice convening the meeting. 

The report of the directors stated that the whole of the 40,000 shares 
were issued, and the amount of 2/. 10s. per share was fully paid, making the paid-up 
capital of thecompany 100,000/. The revenue account shows a receipt of 18,6337. 9s. 11d., 
a receipt comparatively small to that which may be anticipated. The expendi- 
ture, including interest, has been 14,150/. 6s. 1d., leaving a nett profit available for di- 
vidend of 44837, 3s. 10d., out of which the directors recommend a dividend of 2s. per 
share, being at the rate of 4 per cent. per annum upon the paid-up capital of the com- 
pany, leaving a balance of 483/. 3s. 10d. to be carried forward. A considerable sum of 
money has been expended in new plant, machinery, and general improvements, with a 
view to the more effectual working of the property. Additional land has been purchased 
adjoinivug the Mwyndy estate, which will connect the property with the new narrow 
gauge extension of the Taff Vale Railway, in such manner as to enable the company to 
have a siding upon their own land. This new line of railway will be completed in May 
or June next, and the directors expect it will materially facilitate their working ar- 
rangements, and increase the demand for their ore, by opening up new and extended 
channels for its sale. Taking into consideration the depressed state of the iron trade 
during nearly the whole of the time the company has been in operation, and the other 
circumstances more fully explained in the report of the company’s directing managers, 
the directors submit that the results, so far, cannot be deemed unsatisfactory. The di- 
rectors have given the question of the erection of blast-farnaces their best consideration, 
and they recommend that, in accordance with the views of the directing managers, the 
building of blast-furnaces be postponed. 


The directing managers’ (Messrs, John Taylor and Sons) report was as follows :— 

The report of the directors contains the financial results of the first year’s operations of 
this company, and it shows that as an iron ore mine the property can be worked with good 
profit. The directors have left it to us, as engineers, toexplain the reasons which have 
caused the amount of profits to be less than was anticipated, and also those which en- 
courage us to look for much larger profits when the mine is more fully laid open. The 
mode of extracting the iron ore at Mwyndy which had been adopted previous to the 
time of our appointment was similar to that pursued in the working of a large stone or 
slate quarry, the whole of the soil and superincumbent rock having been removed. By 
means of this laborious and costly operation a perpendicular depth of 70 ft. was reached, 
when it became necessary to sink shafts, drive regular levels, and open a mass of iron 
ore as a mine, and, in fact, to entirely change the whole modus operandi. The change 
has not only involved both time and money, but has also prevented the increase to the 
weekly yield of ore, which was thought to be practicable. Another cause of delay was 
the introduction of a system of contract labour, so essential to success; and a third, and 
not a slight one, was the unusual rain-fall of the last year, which impeded the working 
every way. We can report that, in spite of all these obstacles, the mine has been opened 
at several different points, and at this moment five shafts are at work, and regular 
levels are being driven upon the vein. More ground is thus becoming available every 
week for the advantageous employment of workmen, and the raising of ore of carefully 
selected quality now averages 130 tons daily, and will in a few weeks more reach 200 
tons per diem. The result of frequent examinations satisfies us that an immense qaan- 
tity of iron ore of a very valuable kind exists in the Mwyndy estate, and we are con- 
vinced that it can be produced cheaply, and with a handsome profit, when the mine is 
properly opened out, and supplied with the machinery necessary for economical work- 
ing. To establish and maintain a largely increased return of ore, we may state that two 
new shafts have been commenced upon the vein at a central point of the property, and 
they will be carried down, first to the 50 yard level, which is the deepest yet reached, 
and then sunk upon the inclination of the vein for greater depths. Very good iron ore 
has been found at this point, and it promises to be one of great importance. Upon one 
of these shafts a new pumping engine, of large power, wi!l be fixed, and upon the other 
another engine for the haulage of the ore. These engines, with the boilers, pumps, and 
other appliances, are now in course of construction, and they will be erected during the 
coming summer. In the meantime levels are being driven forward towards them from 
the older parts of the mine, and the present produce of iron ore is mainly derived from 
these levels and workings above them. 

Since the company took possession of the property several improvements have been 
made to it. The farm house has been altered and repaired, and is now occupied by the 
cashier, our local superintendent. A suitable house has been built for the mining agent, 
the farm buildings have been repaired, and a roomy stable for the horses employed in 
the mine has been fitted up. Portions of the land have been drained, useless hedges 
levelled, and lime manure has been liberally applied. The crops promise well for the 
coming season. A purchase of an additional piece of land, adjoining the Mwyndy Farm, 
has been made at a cost of 21007. This land will be of the greatest importance to the 
company if the erection of blast-furnaces should hereafter be decided upon, and it affords 
a direct and most convenient access to the narrow gauge line of railway which is now 
rapidly approaching the boundary of this company’s property. We have further to re- 
port. that the limestone quarry has been well opened out, and is now capable of produc. 
ing all that is required for the company’s purposes. Also that a brick field has been 
proved, some sheds built, and about 300,000 stock bricks have been made and burnt. 
Several portions of branch railways leading to the new shafts and other parts of the 
estate have been formed, and the roads throughout have been extended and repaired. 
It has been our endeavour to put the mine and the property into such a state as will 
ensure the production of the mineral which it contains in the cheapest and the most 
profitable manner. 

As directing managers of this company’s property, we have deemed it to be our duty 
to recommend the board to postpone the erection of blast-furnaces, and for the present, 
at all events, to expend what is necessary in laying open and preparing the mine for a 
yield of much larger quantities of ore. Of the result of the comparatively simpie ope- 
rations of mining we can speak with confidence, and for the reasons presently given we 
ventire to urge upon the shareholders the prudent course of deferring the building of 
furnaces. During the next two or three years the mine will be much more fully deve- 
loped, much larger quantities of iron ore will be produced, and a supply, not only for 
sale but for blast-furnaces, will be available. During this time, also, experience in the 
smelting of the hematite ores of the Liantrissant district without admixture will pro- 
bably be gained, from the circumstance that other parties are about to erect works in 
the neighbourhood ; and, further, the narrow geuge system of railways will open up 
cheaper supplies of coke and coal, as well as other varieties of ircn ore and ironstone, all 
of which circumstances may be of great use in coming to a final decision upon the sub- 
ject of erecting blast-furnaces upon the Mwyndy property. 

Tn conclusion, we can report that a good and increasing demand for the produce of the 
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mine exists, and that the price obtained, although lower than formerly, is such as to 
leave a good margin of profit; and we would repeat our conviction, that as soon as the 
new openings now in progress enable us to put out from 200 to 250 tons of ore per day» 
a very handsome return upon the capital invested by the company will be realised. We 
should strongly recommend that the shareholders sbould allow us to try to bring the 
concern into good profits upon the smallest practicable amount of capital, rather than 
they should decide that the erection of furnaces should be proceeded with, and a much 
larger outlay, as well as risk, be thus incurred. 


The CHAIRMAN said the directors had endeavoured in the reports just submitted to 
place before the proprietors in as plain and succinct a matter as possibie the general po- 
sition and prospects of the undertaking; and, therefore, he need not detain the meeting 
by any observations, but simply move that the reports of the directors and directing 

Ts, and the statement of accounts be received and adopted. 

Mr. CoLLinson had much pleasure in seconding the proposition, and enquired if the 
directors, knowing what had been the results of the company’s operations during the 
past half-year, could form any opinion as to the results of the current and the succeed- 
ing half-years ?—The CuarrMan replied that that question could only be answered by a 
mere estimate, and, therefore, the di must guard themselves by making that re- 
servation. At the present time they were raising about 140 tons per day, but it was 
hoped that that quantity would soon be increased, as also the profit. Therefore, with- 
out committing himself to figures, he might say the inference was obvious. . 

Mr. CoLLinson considered that, so far as the operations had been extended in the 
transition state of the company’s workings, the results had been most satisfactory, but 
he would like to know whether the directors did not anticipate being ultimately able 
to raise 200 to 250 tons per day. If such were the case, it would be a very simple cal- 
culation to ascertain what would be the aggregate result, estimating the profit at 58.5: 
per ton, which would appear to be about the amount at present realised. 

The CuaikMan thought they could scarcely put the profit at 5s. per ton, although it 
had very nearly approached that amount; but if, for the sake of being on the right side, 
the average profit were estimated at 3s. 6d. per ton, a very safe calculation might be 
made, reckoning upon 1500 tons per week. Of course, there would be the interest upon 
the mortgage to be paid. 

Mr. Stovin enquired what length of time it was computed would elapse before the 
mortgage was paid off? 

The CuarrMAN replied that the directors had been rather seeking to extend the mort- 
gage, so as not to make an additional call; and he believed they had succeeded in dou- 
bling the time originally given for paying off the mortgage, the real effect being that 
the company would have to pay 5 per cent. interest upon the amount, instead of a call 
being made upon the shares. 

Mr. Srovin enquired if any portion of the company’s iron had been used by Govern- 
ment in the manufacture of armour-plates, or whether it was likely that any of it would 
be used for that purpose ? 

Mr. J. TaYLor, jun. (directing manager), stated that, so far as he was aware, there were 
only two ironworks engaged in the manufacture of armour-plates. The principal use of 
the Mwyndy iron was in the manufacture of rails and bars, and he did not know that 
any of it had yet been employed in the manufacture of armour-plates. 

Mr. F. Levick (a director) said that the quantity of iron required for the manufac- 
ture of armour-plates was not sufficient to produce any material effect upon the ordi- 
nary production. 

Mr. Stovin had made that enquiry because in the original prospectus it was stated 
that the iron possessed a peculiar p' y. 

Mr. J. TAYLOR, jun., said it was the opinion of many people connected with the tron 
trade that the brown hematites—of which the Mwyndy ore was one—were especially 
adapted for the manufacture of [this very strong tough iron. As regards the quantity 
produced, that had gradually been increased, and was likely to continue to be so, There 
was now opened an enormous quantity of ore ground, and that would be constantly aug- 
mented, as the levels were in very hard and solid ironstone—in fact, some short time 
since he was astonished to find what a large quantity was yielded by the exploration of 
only a few yards. The latest letter stated that the total expense of raising the iron 
ore averaged about 2s. 2d. per ton, so that there was no great difficulty in determining 
the rate of profit at which they were working. The main operations at present were the 
fixing and carrying down the shafts upon the inciines of the beds of ore, and fixing rail- 
roads, the incline being very advantageous for that purpose ; and also in fitting a pump. 

Mr. JaMes REYNOLDS enquired the thickness of the bed of ore? 

Mr. J. TAYLOR, jun., replied that the actual thickness had not yet been ascertained 
in many places, but there was no reuson to doubt that it would be found fluctuating. In 
some places it had been proved to be 12 fms. (72 ft.) wide of solid ore, whilein others 
it was not more than 18 to 20 feet. Hence it was extremely difficult to average the 
measurement of the bed, but there was no doubt the quantity was immense. 

The resolution adopting the reports and accounts was put, and carried unanimously. 

Mr. CoLLINson proposed the re-election of Messrs. Charles Capper and Joseph Fry, the 
retiring directors, and in doing so took the opportunity of stating that he felt he was only 
echoing the sentiments of each of his co-proprietors when he expressed their thanks to 





.| the whole of the executive for the satisfactory manner in which they had conducted 


the company’s affairs up to the present time.—Mr. James REYNOLDs seconded the pro- 
position, and the retiring directors were unanimously re-elected. 

Mr. J. Puitiirs said that the only disappointment, seemed to be in the non-erection 
of blast-furnaces, but that question, he thought, had been satisfactorily settled in the 
report. He felt that everything had been done fur the good of the company, and that 
their affairs could not be entrusted to better hands, or their business more ably trans- 
acted. In looking over the statement of accounts just submitted, he found there had 
been no charge made for remuneration either to the directors, directing managers, or 
auditors, Therefore, with the permission of the meeting, he would propose that, con- 
sidering the company was yet in an embryo condition, the directors should be asked to 
accept for the services they had rendered thesum of 200/.; the directing managers, 100/.; 
and the auditors, 307. If those figures met with the approbation of the meeting, he 
would propose that those sums be voted. 

Mr. STovin said that, although he entirely agreed with the first two items, he dis- 
sented from the third, upon the ground that the accounts had not been sufficiently ex- 
tensive to warrant the proprietors in paying 30/. for the audit. 

The CuatrMAN said he always required that the audit should be acontinuous one, and 
that each voucher should be examined seriatim, which had been done in this case. If 
they had gentlemen to do certain work for them, it struck him very forcibly that it 
ought to be paid for, because he had always found when people worked for nothing that 
the work was very slovenly performed. His impression was that auditors,in most 
companies, were not sufficiently paid. Although in the present case the accounts had 
not been audited by professional auditors, yet he (the Chairman) was much more sa- 
tisfied with the audit that had taken place than if the accounts had been profession- 
ally audited. 

Mr. Stovin said that in his experience, which it was true had not been very large, he 
had found that 20/. was the amount allowed. 

Mr. J. PHILLIPs said the amount paid to the auditors, of course, depended upon the 
voluminous nature of the accounts audited ; and again submitted the resolution he had 
proposed, which, having been seconded by Mr. James REYNOLDs, was put and carried 
unanimously. 

Lord DuNsANEY enquired the practicai limits of the company’s production of ore, and 
when those limits would be reached ?—Mr. J. Tayior, jun., said that at present iron 
ore had been proved to exis nearly continuously over half of the estate—a distance of 
upwards of 800 yards, but there could not be the slightest doubt that it would be 
proved to exist throughout the entire property. It would be very difficult to say what 
the practical limits would be. The ore deposits were between two classes of rock —the 
limestone and the new red marls~-and were precisely of the geological position as other 
very considerable deposits of this same kind of iron ore, so that it was impossible to say 
what would be the limit in depth. But there would be no difficulty whatever, by the 
aid of such machinery as could easily be applied, to carry down their workings toa depth 
of 400 yards; if that were multiplied by the average quantity produced, the result would 
be almost fabulous. 

Lord Dunsaney felt much obliged to Mr. Taylor for the information he had just given, 
but what he (Lord Dunsaney) wished to know was what would be the limit of the 
average daily production ?—M. J. TayLor, jun., replied that the directors hoped soon to 
produce 250 tons per day, but that would not, by any means, be the limit. The present 
rate of production was limited only by want of machinery, and facilities for advanta- 
geously employing an increased number of men. Until those facilities were afforded, 
the production was practically limited. 

Lord DunsaNney enquired what would be the rate of production this time next year? 

Mr. J, TAYLOR, jan., said he hoped by that time they would be producing 250 tons 
per day,—A vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors terminated the proceedings.

They had only 
sunk one pit on it, but were going to explore it towards Basset Down, and expected 
to have a very good lode there.

THE ANCIENT BRITISH TIN TRADE. 


In the Journal of March 14 we published a very interesting review of 
Dr. Smith’s new work upon the Ancient British Tin Trade, which we had 
received from an intelligent correspondent, although we had previously 
expressed a contrary view with regard to the atguments put forward by 
the author, our object being, as it ever is, to give every facility for discus- 
sion, in order that truth may be arrived at. The review alluded to con- 
taining a very faithful abstrac: of Dr. Smith’s book, we think it was but 
justice to him that it should have been published, as our readers have now 
sufficient data before them to enable them to form an opinion of the rela- 
tive merits of any arguments that may be adduced by Dr. Smith or his opponents in 
the discussion to which the publication of his book must inevitably lead. It was very 
easy at an earlier date to take traditions and doubtful assertions as facts, but happily 
we now live in an age when all hypotheses which will not bear examination are cast 
to the winds, although they may have been received as orthodox for ages, and although 
their subversion may revolutionise a whole science. 

Whether we take the known character and habits of the people of the western portion 
of England at the time of Cmsar, or any other equally reliable data, we can find nothing 
whatever to justify the supposition that England supplied tho Mediterranean with tin 
previous to the time of the Roman Emperors. The very name by which we kuow the 
metal is opposed to the that it is of English origin. It is a fact almost in- 
variably observed by philologists that the introduction of an unknown product, animal, 
or sabstance, from a foreign country is usually accompanied by the introduction of its 
native name by which to designate it, and it is by this means that we have obtained 
the well known words gutta percha, kang inch and in able other words, 
even within the Iast few years; and it is by the samo process that the French engineers 
have become familiar with the name stuffing-box (pronounced stoofarh bokes), and 
various other terms connected with rai!wry and machinery, which at some future time 
may become, by altering the orthogtaphy to accord with the pronunciation, so changed 
in appearance that we shall scarcely recognise them ourselves. The word tin is to all 
appearance directly from orienta! sources—the ¢imah of the Malay and Javanese proba- 
bly being the root from which it is derived, and Humboldt seems to think that the 
Germans, Icelandic, and Swedish languages are equally indebted to the Malay for their 
name of the metal, Now, perhaps, Dr. Smith will ask why ¢?mah may not have been 
derived from tin as tin from timah; but to this we would reply that if the werd tin 
were 80 well known In oriental countries as to supply the tin-producing districts of the 
Indian Archipelago with a name for it, there 1s something very remarkable in the fact that 
the Greeks should designate the metal by a nearly pure Sanscrit word—kassiteros, from 
kastire—when the name tin must have been much better known to them than to those 
farther east. It seems much more likely that the metal all came from the East, and 
was called kastire, or timah, according to its character or place of production, in the 
Same way as we have port, sherry, and madeira as the names of wines at the present day. 

Dr. Sinith tells us that the Pheeniclans traded with the British Isles before the Trojan 
war,and maintains that for five centuries that trade was in a flourishing condition. 
Now, if this were the case will he kindly tell us whether the mines were worked by the 
Savages—the aborignies of the island, or by the Pheenicians? He cannot suppose that 
the savages were miners, for he must well know than mining is not attempted until 
civilisation has made at least some progress. Nor do we see that he can urged that the 
Pbhenicians were those who raised the metal, for we think that all our readers will admit 
‘that ifa highly civilised people occupied Cornwall for 500 years it is extremely impro- 
bable that they would ever have withdrawn, and left the aborignies in their native 
savageness. Tho simple contact of the British savages with so enlightened a people as 
the Phesnictans would either cause them to be extirpated, as the Red Indians have been, 
or are deing, in the country now occupied by the United States, or they would them- 
selves have made such progress in civilisation as to be no more likely to return to their 
normal savage state than are the Hawalans at the present time. The invariable effect 
of the association of savages and a powerful civilised people is either to promote a love 
of civilisation in the savage or to procure his extirpation. 

erhaps Dr. Smith will argue that the civilised Pheenicians might have occupied the 
place for sometime, and then have been driven out, and it is true that there are numerous 
parallel cases in history, but the party driving out conquerors or colonists is usually a more 
civilised people, and not the aborignies. The R juered and colonised Britain, 
and the colonists left here by the Romans, when the Roman power was waning, were 
overpowered, not by the British aborignies, but by a race of northern Europeans, not less 
civilised than the Romans, The struggle between the Danes and Saxons was a struggle 
between two people equally advanced in civilisation, and it was not until the Normans, 
still more advanced in civilisation, overpowered them that any further change was 
made. Had the Phosnicians occupied Cornwall,as Dr. Smith and his supporters main- 
tain, there can be no doubt that when the Romans came here they would have found 
instead of naked savages a people as civilised as themselves, and speaking a language at 
least resombling that of the Carthagentans. 

















France v. ENoGLanp.—A correspondent of the Zimes, referring to the 
statement that “ Plates of 44 and 5 in. thick of French manufacture have 
very far surpassed in resisting powers any which have been manufactured 
in this country,” says—‘ I must respectfully beg leave to take exception 
to this conclusion, Having attended and reported to you the results of all the most im- 
portant trials and experiments here with plates during the past four years, I can assert 
from my own knowledge that both the Thames Ironworks Company, and Messrs, John 
Brown and Co., of Sheffield, have submitted plates here for trial as greatly superior to 
the French plates, referred to by ‘Old England,’ as the French plates were to those they 
chanced to be pitted against on their day of trial. Both the French plates were certainly 
magnificent specimens of ship’s armour, and far above the average, but let us have their 
history. Were they selected at haphazard from a number of other manufactured plates, 
or were they made to order specially for trial? While doing justice to our English 
manufcturers on so important a matter, it is also but justice to noticea feeling existing 
in common with ‘Old England,’ my humble self, and a thousand others who have given 
any attention whatever to the subject, and the justice of which will, no doubt, be ac- 
knowledged by all our great armour-plate manufacturers, It is this—the armour-plate 
question in its t phase is capable of sustaining an almost indefinite amount of 
ventilation, while undue secrecy on the part of offictals may only lead to disastrous na- 
tional results; and, at the same time, although we are the greatest producers of tron 
in the world, we may possibly of late have been going in for quantity in production 
more than quality.” 

Mopern Inventions Not aLways New.—You are, I believe, at all 
times willing to give publicity to facts which may tend to promote the ma- 
nufactures of this country, and, assuredly, in many cases, none will con- 
tribute more to this important result than the communication of evidence 
in proof of the invalidity of troublesome patents. This horrible patent incubus has be- 
come intensely oppressive and annoying ; and it is a great satisfaction to be able to do 
anything which may, even in the least degree, abate the nuisance. An account of a pe- 
cullar alloy of brass with small quantities of tin and iron app d in your col 
Some time ago; and there is reason to believe that it has not been in vain. But this, 
or a very similar alloy, I find, is secured by a patent in England, of which the specifi- 
cation is now before me; it is dated 1860 (No. 278), and at the end the words are as 
follow :—“ I claim the exclusive manufacture and use of the metal alloy, or amalgam, 
produced by the fusion of copper, zinc, and iron, as hereinbefore described or set forth.” 
The patentee does not confine himself to exact proportions of the component metals ; 
but he states that the alloy is best made of 601b. by welght of copper, 38 lbs. 2 oz. of 
zine, and 1 lb. 8 oz. of iron. Taking 601b. of copper as the standard, the proportion of 
zinc may be increased, even as far as 44 Ib., and that of iron diminished to % 1b., or In- 
creased to 31b. Now, Sir, permit me to present you with the following extract from 
the specification of a patent granted in 1779 (Dee. 10, No. 1240) to J. Keir, and invite 
you to compare it with the claim set forth in the specification of the preceding patent. 
The title of Keir’s invention is .“ for a compound metal capable of being forged when 
red-hot or when cold, more fit for the making of bolts, nails, and sheathing for ships, 
than any metals heretofore used or applied for those purposes, and also for various other 
Purposes where other metals have been used or applied.” The alloy is made by com- 
Dining together 100 lbs. by weight of copper, 75 lbs. of zinc, and 10 lbs. of iron, and its 
percentage composition would be nearly 54 of copper, 40°5 of zinc, and 5°5 of iron. I 
think, Sir, you will be able to agree with-me that at least there is a remarkable simi- 
larity between the old and the new patents,and a knowledge of this fact will,I am sure, 
be Important tomany of our artificers, who otherwise might be deterred from using the 
alloy in question. —Y.— Times.

The essays are admirably written, and display a largeamount of careful 
and diligent research, and they are preceded by an introduction, which contains hints 
and traisms which alone are worth many hundred times the cost of the book (one 
shilling) to those who aspire to be great. Mr. Tomlinson tells us love of one’s subject 
is absolutely necessary to success, and in this we perfectly agree with him. Omina 
vincit amor, he says, is true in science as in morals. Science must be caltivated for her 
own sake: fame may or may not attend the cultivation; profit seldom or never. The 
essays will well repay attentive reading, whilst they have the additional advantage that 
they lead the reader to a train of thought which is well calculated to be of service to 
bim whatever occupation he may be engaged in, provided light and heat are availed of.

The Board of Trade Returns now published are for the two months 
ending Feb. 28. They show that the total declared value of the exports 
for that period, of articles the produce and manufacture of this country, was 
17,343,7311., while for the same period of last year they were 16,759,1142., 
which is an increase of 584,617/. . The total for the two menths of 1861 
was 16,718,4192. For the month of February alone the statements show 
9,298,5761., against 8,820,0597. in 1862/., and 8,378,718/. in 1861. 

The increase in the shipments of the several items representing the min- 

ing industry of the country is 541,507/7., after allowing for a decrease in 
coals ef 18,9062.; of 4770/7. in brass; of 15,7017. in unwrought tin, and 
20172. in zine; together, 41,3942., so that the excess in metals and metallic 
manufactures was only 43,1107. less than the increase in the general ex- 
ports.

THE LAW OF JOINT-STOCK COMPANIES. 


The law of public companies is a subject in which so many are interested 
that a work in which every detail that can be required by those interested 
is given will be sure to be extensively read; such a book we have now be- 
fore us in the very excellent manual* by Mr. Shelford, just published 
through Messrs. Butterworth, which has the t advan of being 
comparatively small in size. Mr. Shelford remarks that the law relative 
to joint-stock companies has not at present many rules in common with 
those on the law of partnership; but it has, in fact, been framed to super- 
sede some of those rules, and to establish a separate system, independent 
of the general law of partnership. The ‘Companies Act, 1862,” being 
principally a consolidation Act, much fewer misgivings will arise as to the 
mode in which it will operate than in the case of an Act the principles of 
which are, to the general public, unknown; it is an Act founded upon the 
statutes previously existing, few modifications having been introduced other 
than those which experience proved to be requisite. Mr. Shelford has, 
therefore, been able, by inserting notes of the decisions given upon the 
corresponding sections of the repealed Acts, to produced a book of unsur- 
ape utility, both to the professional man and to the shareholder in pub- 
ic companies. 

We do not at all times agree with Mr. Shelford’s opinions, but we must 
admit that his arguments even in those cases prove thatthe has not formed 
them without reason, the question of their accuracy depending rather upon 
the comparative merit of the differing views. As an example, we may 
allude to his remarks upon the rules and regulatious of a company and 
Articles of Association. He observes that the mode by which the business 
of the company is to be conducted, the number and qualifications of the 
directors, and generally the whole internal arrangement of the company, 
may be subject to such regulations as the parties think fit to adopt. The 
author having been favoured with forms of registered Articles of Associa- 
tion, has inserted two forms in an appendix to his book. ‘The first form 
adopts Table A of the Act to a limited extent; the second is framed in- 
dependently of it, and is complete in itself. Mr. Shelford thinks that in 
many cases the most advisable course to be pursued in framing Articles of 
Association will be, not to adopt Table A either wholly or partially by re- 
ference, but to frame an entire code for the government of the company; 
the articles so framed may embody or modify such of the regulations in 
Table A as will suit the particular case. ‘The advantage and convenience, 
he continues, of having a legal instrament complete in itself, instead of 
having to refer to other forms, is obvious; and he quotes in support of this 
view the observation of Mr. Brodie, the eminent conveyancer—* In common 
sense every instrument should be perfect in itself, and should not have its 
construction dependent upon another instrument.” 

Now, although we admit the value of this doctrine in ordinary cases, we 
think that in the case of public companies some exception may be made, 
for it must be considered that in the case of the formation of a company 
the bulk of the capital is sought to be raised from persons entirely uncon- 
nected with the promoters, and who, therefore, cannot reasonably be sup- 
posed to have any opportunity of inspecting the articles previous to invest- 
ing their money. We, therefore, contend that inasmuch as the provisions 
contained in table A are ample for almost every case, that it is desirable and 
advantageous both to the company and the public that, wherever possible, 
table A should be adopted unaltered, and that where modifications are ab- 
solately necessary those modifications should be made by reference to 
Table A, and should be referred to in the prospectus. But we have here 
alluded only to an individual opinion of the author, which does not in any 
way affect the value of his book, which is, without doubt, the most com- 
plete and lucid which has yet been published on the subject; and even with 
reference to the special Articles of Association we have-no hesitation in 
wating that the form which he has inserted—the independent form—is ad- 
mirably and most carefully drawn up; and assuming special articles to be 
used at all could not, we think, be improved.

Tue Law or PartNnersuir.—In the House of Commons a most im- 
rtant bill, affecting the interests of the trading community if it become 
aw, has been read asecond time; which, somehow, has not as yet attracted 
that degree of notice from the mercantile world that a measure fraught 
with such manifold advantages would naturally seem to excite. We allude 
to the Partnership Law Amendment Bill, introduced by Mr. Scholefield, 
which the mover has agreed to refer to a select committee. Doubtless there are great 
numbers of our readers interested in trade matters, who, from their business experience, 
are well able to appreciate the great desirability of extending the principle of limited 
liability to private partnerships, which would be the means of directing capital into 
healthy business channels, and augment the wealth of individuals, and necessarily the 
country, in the most legitimate manner. Mr. Buchanan objected to the principle of 
limited liability, and was sure that a tabulated statement would show that there had 
been a great amount of reckless trading, gross mismanagement, and swindling, on the 
part of limited lability companies. Unfortanately, there is much truth in this state- 
ment, but the suggested alteration in the law wouid clearly tend to alter the state of 
things complained of, as it now stands, by allowing a capitalist to invest a portion of 
his capital in a soundly worked private business enterprise, under the management of 
one or more fully interested partner or partners, without being subject to unlimited 
ability himself; that now, perhaps, invests his money in the shares of doubtful spe- 
culations, where the liability is altogether limited, in the case of all parties concerned ; 
and so be the means of raising up a sound class of business, very much to be desired. 
The success or non-success of any business undertaking undoubtedly depends on the 
nature of its management; and while many a scheming fellow, lacking both the proper 
business experience and industry that ensure success, can “get up” a company, and 
handle other people’s money to an almost unlimited extent, there are very numerous 
concerns in the hands of men of undoubted integrity and skill, struggling on in asickly 
manner, that are unable to be developed for want of a little capital, or hold their fair 
place in the market by the side of giant wealthy firms, that swallow up every trading 
opportunity that presents itself, that would under a different phase of the law be thriy- 
ing remunerative enterprises ; not to speak of the authors of many useful inventions, 
who have exhausted all their means, and felt the keenness of disappointed hopes, when 
a certain amount of help would have developed their inventions. In framing a bill to 
meet the requirements of the trading community on the one hand, and of the capitalist 
on the other, the recognition of a mixed form of partnership, as regarded lability, could 
be that is to say, that there may be in a firm partners with un!imited liability 
subject to bankruptcy, and also partners of limited liability, who should not be liable 
to bankruptcy, but only for the amount of the fixed sum that they placed in the con- 
cern, the names of the latter to be registered. Such concerns would offer the best pos- 
sible guarantee to creditors, as they would contain the elements of success—capital 
brought in by the limited partners, business ex ence and energy possessed by the 
partners liable to an unlimited extent ; and this alteration in the law would be found 
the means of doing away with many of the mischievous risky schemes that are now 
set afloat and meet with encouragement, where individual probity and trust-worthiness 
are not essential q qualities that could be appreciated under the form of 
Partnership, indicated as thoroughly as they now are in purely private firms, 








ImPorTANtT ARBITRATION CaseE.—On March 26, Mr. H. Cossham sat 
as arbitrator, at Bristol (by direction of the Home Secretary), in the case 
of “ Brough v. Proprietors of Golden Valley Colliery, Bilton.” ‘The ar- 
bitration was held under the 25th and 26th Victoria, cap. 79. Mr. Brough, 
the Government Inspector, having called upon the proprietors of the Golden 
Valley Colliery to provide a second’ opening to their pit, to which they objected. Mr. 
Brough and Mr. J. Brain (one of the proprietors of the colliery) appeared in person. 
Mr. Brough, on being sworn, tendered the following statement of the grounds on which 
he claimed a second shaft :—“ Being of opinion that with one pit only no colliery can be 
safe, I ask the Golden Valley Coal Company to establish a second opening. I urge this 
with reason, on the ground that water in considerable quantity lies against the 
‘ barrier’ of coal immediately between the old and the new workings, and that barrier 
itself is of uncertain thickness. If by pressure or otherwise this water were to pass the 
protecting rib, the people in the deep workings would inevitably perish. The Act of 
Parliament (25th and 26th Victoria, cap. 79) clearly ina:~ates that more than one pit is 
required for the protection of human life; and if the colliery under notice escapes the 
obligation of a second shaft, others will undoubtedly claim the same immunity, and the 
said Act of Parliament will become altogether nullified. This, in effect, is the matter 
before the arbitrator, and a more detailed statement is absolutely ui , because 
my duty in this, as in every such case, is to press for another opening.” In reply to 
q by the arbitrator, Mr. Brough said he did not consider it any part of his duty 
to point out how the difficulty might be met, otherwise than by a second shaft. He was 
aware, he said, that the Act, 25th and 26th Victoria, cap. 79, arose out of the Hartley 
accident; but if the beam broke at these works, he did not think it would fall down the 
shaft. If it did, no damage would be done, as the stratification was magnificent. The 
sinking ofa new shaft, he admitted, would undoubtedly be a very expensive affair. On 
the part of the proprietors, Mr. J. Brain, Mr. W. Brain, colliery manager; Mr. M. G.

MouniFIcence or A Cottiery Proprretor.—Mr. H. Cossham, of the 
firm of Wethered, Cossham, and Wethered, Parkfield Collieries, near 
Bristol, has just made a very munificent gift to his native town, Thornbury 
(county of Gloucester), in the shape of a suite of school buildings and lec- 
ture hall, at a cost of 700/, Monday last was fixed upon for the ceremony of handing 
the title deeds over to the trustees, and the inhabitants of the town kept holiday on the 
occasion, and showed in the most unmistakeable manner their appreciation of Mr. Coss- 
ham’s noble conduct. A large number of people assembled to meet him as he entered 
Thornbury, and an arch of evergreens spanned the road near the new schools, and the 
proceedings were enlivened by the presence of two bands of music.

FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


Transactions in copper have been on a comparatively small scale at Paris, 
and prices have been sustained with some difficulty; Chilian has given way 
from 861. 10s. to 86/., and other sorts have remained without change. At 
Havre, business has remained without activity, and only the sale of a small 
lot of Lake Superior, Minesota mark, which realised 100/. 16s. per ton, 
as well as a lot bearing the Quincy mark, at 99/7. per ton, has been noted. 
At Marseilles, Toka has been quoted at 92/., and Chilian and Spanish at 88/. per ton. 
At Hamburg, the d d has been feeble, and prices have ined almost inal 
Berlin and Cologne have been firm, and English and Swedish coppers have also been in 
good demand at Stettin. The Dutch market for tin has been very animated, and prices 
have been again tending upwards. At Amsterdam and Rotterdam important and well 
sustained transactions have caused the price of Banca to rise rapidly from 74 fis. to 77 fis., 
and the last quotation was 7644 fis. to 77 fils. Advices received from Batavia state that 
the want of rain during the year which has elapsed bas prevented the mines of Banca 
from washing in sufficient quantity; and in consequence of this circumstance the pro- 
duction of 1862 only amounted to about two-thirds that of 1861,—that is to say, it was 
58,000 peculs in 1862, against 86,500 peculs in 1861. The intelligence from Holland has 
reacted advantageously on the Paris market, where the article has acquired more firm- 
ness, especially in consequence of the scarcity of the stock available on the spot. Banca 
has been quoted 132/. 16s. ; Detroit, 130/.; and English,1217. Marseilles has remained 
without change. Berlin has witnessed a good demand, and firm prices; Cologne has 
been tending upwards, and at Hamburg Banca has al«o been advancing, although Eng- 
lish has remained comparatively neglected. Lead has been more firm at Paris, at which 
centre rough French bas been quoted at 22/. 4s., and Spanish at 22/. 8s. per ton, At 
Marseilles, the quotation for lead in saumons, first fusion, has been 19/. 4s.; ditto, second 
fusion, 181. 16s. ; ditto, in shot, 207. 8s.; rolled and in pipes, 21/. 4s. perton. Berlin 
and Cologne have been firm, without change in prices. At Hamburg, the demand for 
soit German lead has continued, but buyers consent with much difficulty to the high 
prices demanded by holders. The demand for the zinc disposable at Paris bas been better 
sustained, and the article bas acquired a little more firmness ; rough Silesian is held at 
192. per ton. At Hamburg the article remains neglected, and is obtainable at a redac- 
tion from former quotations, The Breslau market remains calm. Zinc meta!lurgy is 
of comparatively recent origin in Europe, but it has been developed in a remarkable 
manner during the last 50 years; the metal is now employed under a thousand varied 
forms, and has given rise toan important industry. According to a work by M. Gelli- 
brand, the general consumption of zinc in France has now attained a total of 30,000 
tons per annum. : " P 

The Paris iron market is, at present, in rather a curious state, the kind 
of line which for some time*existed between the large merchants being 
destroyed, and each selling as he can and as hewill. Formerly the forges 
of Champagne supplied the warehouses of Paris with rolled and beaten 
irons, but now thereis acompetition between the works of the East and North, England 
and Belgium. The foreign irons which can be introduced below the Customs’ duty fixed 
by the tariff, in consequence of the operation of warrants, can only enter .nto consump- 
tion toa small extent, and it is more especially the works of the East which have acquired 
& prevailing influence in the whole district of the departments of the North. On the 
Paris market iron has been selling at 8/. 4s. to 8/. 88. per ton; some contracts for con- 
struction irons have been entered into at 10/. 4s., and even 107, per ton. The works of 
the Moselle—those of M. de Wendel—which have established a dep6t at Havre, the chief 
point at which English irons are disembarked, deliver their coke-made irons at 8/, 16s, 
per ton, at certain termini in the department of the Nord. The Ars establishment has 
just dealt in some small Vignoles rails, weighing about 20 ibs. per metre (rather more 
than a yard), at 81. 12s. per ton, taken from the Ars station, The Besstges and Alais 
Railway Company, to which allusion was made last week in this column of the Mining 
Journal, will pay a dividend of within a fraction of 8 per cent. per annum for 1862,—a 
pretty good return for a coal line, ranning between two otherwise unimportant points, 
The Creusot Works have just concluded a contract for 40,000 tons of iron minerals from 
the island of Elba. These minerals, which are of high strength, yield a pig of first-rate 
quality ; their cost at the mine is not very high, but the transport expenses are consider- 
able. The mines of the island of Elba belonged to the Tuscan Government, and their work 
ing, as well as the conduct of the foundries of Follonica, was farmed out to a company, 
at the head of which was the Comte Bastoggi, one of the most enterprising noblemen In 
Italy ; and this company has always been charged with the extraction and sale of the 
mineral. Great economics might be lised in the t port expenses {f some works 
were executed at the points of shipment, which at present are small dangerous creeks, 
only accessible to ships of small tonnage. The creation of a port in the neighbourhood 
of the mines has long been urgently insisted on, but the present proprietor, the Italian 
Government, will not incur expense in the matter, as the mines are farmed out ata fixed 
rate; while, on the other hand, the concessionary company will not sink its resources 
in works, as its concession extends over only a comparatively limited period. It is, ne- 
vertheless, to be desired, both for the sake of [taly and siderurgical industry in the South, 
that the working of mines in the island of Elbashould undergoa great extension, There 
are two different interests involved—that of the proprietor and that of the tenant; but 
they are not opposed to each other, and some arrangement might probably be arrived at 
which would advance the welfare of both. The blast-furnaces of St. Louis, near Mar} 
seilles, will soon light a great furnace, similar to that at Ulverstone, which will pro- 
duce 50 to 60 tons per day. The St. Louis Works, which employ principally the mi- 
nerals of the island of Elba, produce an excellent steely pig, which is worked at Allevard 
and St. Etienne. This pig bears a close resemblance to that of Siegen, but while the 
German pig about 10 per cent. of manganese, that of St. Louis contains only 
from 5 to 6 per cent. of that metal. A great future would be reserved to the metallor- 
gical works which have arisen on the coast line of the Mediterranean {f the E!ba mine- 
rals could be brought to them at a cheap rate, and if railways granted, as regards the 
carriage of combustibles, very low special tariffs. a é ; 

The Belgian iron trade presents less animation than it has displayed of 
late, business having fallen off so that sales have become difficult, espe- 
cially as regards merchaats’ iron, although prices have gone back. The dif- 
ficulties against which Belgian forge-masters have to struggle in competi- 
tion with England are most gravely aggravated by the inferior position in which the 
former stand with regard to shipping facilities, the Welsh ironmasters being enabled on 
& recent occasion to ship for Italy at 17s. 6d. per ton, while the shipowners of Antwerp 
would not accept freights for the same destination at less than 1/. 8s. per ton. The scale 
of difference between the two prices is all the more sharply felt now that rails are at a 
very low point. Now that Belgium ts forced, in consequence of the extension assumed 
by siderurgy, to seek foreign outlets; it is indispensable that care should be taken to 
facilitate exportations by diminishing transport expenses both by sea and land. Not- 
withstanding the legality recognised in France as attached to traffic in warrants, the 
exportations made of irons in that direction are of little importance, in consequence of 
the increasing competition which the works of the Moselle carry on in the whole dis- 
trict of the Nord. The latest quotation reported for refined pig was 31. 2s. to 3!. 4s. per 
ton. The stock of coal on the canal from Mons to Condé has become much red a 
recent estimate placing it at 1,452,500 hectolicres, against 2,525,500 hectolitres at the 
corres| ing dates of 1862. The “sovernment of the Low Countries has just presented 
to the Second Chamber a bill permitting the entry free of duty into the Dutch Indies 
of the raw materials required in metallurgical industry. A law passed twelve years 
since opened the market of the Dutch colonies to manufactured goods, but left them 
burthened with duties on raw materials—a state of things from which some in- 
dustrial depression has naturally resulted among the colonists. To correct this unfor- 
tunate result, the Dutch Government now proposes to admit free of duty into its Indian 
colonies iron in bars, plates, rails, &c.; rough and worked copper, beaten and rolled 
ditto, comprising plates and sheets for sheathing ships; rough lead; steel in bars, 
sheets, and plates; and rough ané rolled lead, comprising sheets and plates for ships, &c. 




















Manvractore or SteEL.—There are, perhaps, a larger number of our 
readers who take an interest in the treatment of steel than in any other 
process connected with metallurgical science, and an opportunity is now 
afforded them to obtain a sound practical view of the subject by the pub- 
lication (through Mr. Tweedie) of an interesting little work on “The 
Management of Steel, including Forging, Hardening, Tempering, Anneal- 
ing, Shrinking, and Expansion: also the Case-Hardening of Iron,” by Mr. George Ede. 
He very truly remarks that the management of steel claims notice on account of its con- 
tributing so essentially to the perfection of all other arts. The subject bas been ably 
and systematically treated by Mr. Ede, the success with which he has given the result 
of his long experience in a thoroughly readable form being as near as may be complete. 
The several treatments inclnded in the title to the book are each considered in a separnte 
chapter, and so many valuable hints are given that the book cannot be consulted either 
by makers or users of steel without advantage being derived. With regard to the forg-

REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 

Aprit 2.—The Coal Trade here continues very sluggish—few collieries, 
indeed, being fully employed, the majority being engaged only partially, 
short time being the rule. This is certainly a most discouraging state of 
things, and one which has prevailed for a very long period. From the 
returns it appears that 38,038 tons of coals, 2770 tons of coke, 9728 cwts, 
of iron, and 11,599 cwts. of alkali, were exported from the Tyne last week. 
There was an increase in the shipments of alkali of 5748 cwts., and a de- 
crease in the shipments of coal, coke, and iron. The chemical trade of 
the Tyne is showing much briskness, The demand for soda is lively, with 
a firm market, and an advance of 5s. per ton; assorted casks, 4/. 17s. 6d.; 
export casks, 4/. 15s. per ton; best white alkali, 24d.; seconds, 24d. per 
eent. per cwt.; bicarbonate of soda, 12/. 10s. to 13/.; bleaching powder, 
92. to 9/. 5s. per ton. A general meeting of the owners and representa- 
tives of collieries vending coals from the rivers and ports of Tyne, Wear, Tees, Seaham, 
end Hartlepool, was held on Tuesday, The questions to be decided at the meeting were 
— First, Whether any and what effort is to be made to improve the present depressed 
condition of the trade? and second, whether the subscription in aid of the funds re- 
quired for the meeting of the British Association, in August next, is to be left to indi- 
vidual coalowners, or be voted and paid, as in 1838, in one sum, on behalf of the entire 
coal trade)? and, lastly, the proposed Permanent Miners’ Relief Fand was to be taken 
into consideration. The results arrived at, with comments thereon, will be forwarded 
for next week's Journal. The repairs which have been going forward in the deep shaft 
at Monkwearmouth have now been completed down to the Maudlin coal seam, a very 
considerable portion of the shaft. There are only about 20 fathoms more to repair from 
the Manudlin seam to the bottom of the shaft, and when this is completed the working 
gear will be put into the shaft, and the water removed from that part of the Hutton 
seam which lies contiguous to the shaft. The workings being at present carried on in 
this seam by means of the incline drift through the measures from the other shaft.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


Aprit 2.—Trade matters remain without any material alteration. The 
staple trades exhibit a fair amount of activity in nearly all branches, The 
determination of the Staffordshire ironmasters to adhere to the old list of 
prices has been well received throughout this district, and the general 
opinion prevails that a better course could not have been taken under the 
circumstances. The ironworks of South Wales, I am glad to state, con- 
tinue in a fairly satisfactory state. The works are kept regularly going, 
and the orders in hand are sufficient to enable the proprietors to keep their 
men in employ for some time to come. Prices are not quite so firm 
as was the case a week or two ago, but this is only the natural dulness 
which occasionally affects all trades. It is reported that Messrs. Kennard 
Brothers, Crumlin Viaduct Works, have just obtained the important con- 
tract for the new bridge over the Thames at Blackfriars. The firm are 
celebrated as bridge makers, the Crumlin Railway bridge, which over- 
hangs their extensive works, and which, without doubt, is one of the 
largest, if not the t, iron bridges in the world, having been con- 
structed by them. he reports from the different coal localities are 
cheering, and nearly all the collieries are doing average work. Present 
prospects are not unfavourable as regards the spring and summer trade, 
and the coalmasters express increased confidence in the future. Certainly 
prices are so low that but a small profit is obtained, yet where good ma- 
nagement exists a fair return is obtained for the capital invested. The 
fact that large takings have recently been leased is another proof of con- 
fidence in the future. : , 

In a previous Journal we referred to the resignation of Lieut. Dornford, 
R.N., dock master at Cardiff. The gallant!commander has discharged the 
duties of the important position with rare sagacity and satisfaction for a 
great numberjof years, and his retirement is regretted by the commercial community gene- 
rally. Capt. Johnson, K.N., who has been acting as deputy dockmaster for a consider- 
atle time, has been appointed his successor, and it is to be hoped that he will continue 
to merit the good name that his predecessor did. : 

The breakage of coal in shipping is a serious loss to both merchants and 
buyers, and it is rather surprising that no effectual plan has been devised 
by which this could be prevented. It is computed that the small made 
by shipping alone averages, according to the quality of the coal, from 10 to 20 per cent. 
Mr. Maddocks, the representative of the Cork Steam Ship Company at Newport, has 
just worked out an invention which materially lessens the loss. The invention consists 
of a tube with peculiar movements, through which the coal is conveyed from the staith 
to the hold of the vessel, and the breakage is thus reduced to from 2 to 3 per cent. The 
invention has been proved to be a complete success, and as such an important loss is pre- 
vented the plan deserves especial notice. 

The Western Daily Press makes the following observations respecting Evans’s 
lamp referred to in last week’s Journal :—“ The latest lamp invented possesses a marked 
superiority over its predecessors. A collier in North Wales, by name Isaac M. Evans, 
a man of considerable capacity, is the inventor. The Davy has this objection, that the 
gauze covering or envelope renders the light obscure, and practical colliers say|that,they 
cannot fill so many trams in a week by its light as by the light of a common candle, 
Hence it has been known for colliers working in a dangerous stall to open their lamps 
or put them aside, and use a candle instead. Evans’s lamp obviates this difficulty or 
defect. Around the light is a thin glass tube, purposely made thin so as to admit of 
expansion. Over this again isa stouter glass envelope, strong enough to bear being 
knocked about with impunity. At the top are two gauze cones, and at the base the air 
is admitted to the lamp by means of punctures. The point of the invention, it would 
appear, was to construct a lamp that shou!d give equal light to that of a candle, that 
should warn the collier of the presence of gas, and, on the assumption that he, with 
usual rashness, would disregard the warning, should go out and leave him in the dark! 
These conditions have been well fulfilled,and Evans has laid before the world his well- 
based demand to stand recognised as a public benefactor. With this lamp, and a more 
rigid system of detection, selecting men from amongst the colliers themselves as 
inspectors over their own and their fellow-workmen’s safety, the foul gas of our coal 
mines may become of less import, and our bright coal fires less suggestive of disaster 
and death.”

REPORT rrom DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, anp LANCASHIRE. 


Aprit 2.—The position of the Iron Trade during the past fortnight has 
been tolerably healthy, though the general opinion at the quarterly meet- 
ings was that the dulness which has characterised it for several months past 
was not likely to be improved. We havea good enquiry for rails, railway 
springs, and, indeed, for railway ironwork generally, in consequence of the 
demand required to keep the present lines in repair, and the probable 
amount required for new extensions, which during tae present session are 
exceedingly numerous. The demand for bars and hoops is limited, and 
with many ironmasters there are great complaints of underselling. We 
have frequently referred to the great efforts being made by the eminent 
firm of Messrs. Brown and Co., of the Atlas Works, Sheffield, to augment the manufac- 
ture of armour-plates, the demand for which by the Government was far greater than 
they could accomplish with their then manufacturing capacities. The firm have just 
Duilt a new mill, especially for the rolling of armour-plates. It is the largest in the 
whole world, and the machine is so extensive that plates of greater size than any which 
have yet been made will be rolled in the new mill on the 10th inst. They will be 
4% in. thick, and 40 ft. long ; others 54% in. thick, and 20 ft. long, and some of the ex- 
traordinary thickness of 12 in., and 15 ft. long. The company which are to be present 








on the occasion are to witness the casting of several steel guns, and other operations 
for which this firm is so justly celebrated. Invitations have been sent to the Lords of the 
Admiralty and a number of other noblemen and gentlemen, to be present on the 10th at 
the opening of the works. Amongst the officials of the Admiralty who have accepted 
invitations are His Grace the Duke of Somerset, Lord Clarence Paget, Lord Frederick 
and Lady Grey, Captain the Hon. F. Drummond, Rear Admiral Charlies Eden, Admiral 
Robinson, comptroller of the Admiralty. The following members of the Iron-Piate Com- 
mittee have also accepted invitations :—Sir John Hay, Bart., M.P., Dr. Percy, Captain 
Harrison, Professor Pole, Mr. Wm.

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Aprrit 2.—The Iron Trade calls jast now for little remark. The de- 
mand in some quarters has been a shade better during the last week, but 
the trade is generally quiet. Pig Iron is not selling to much extent. The 
leading makers ask 3/. 7s. 6d., whilst buyers offer only 3/. 5s., for best 
hematites and best native hot-blast pigs. Some makers are selling at the 
lower figure, but there is an absence of much business just now. The 
quarter days next week may bring vendor and vendee together. In North 
Staffordshire an Ironstone Sellers’ Association has been formed, the object 
being to bind the members to a list of prices agreed upon, and to terms of 
pay—namely, 24 off for cash at the end of the month, or within ten days 
after, or a bill at four months. Whether this attempt to prevent anyone 
else selling below fixed terms will succeed it is impossible to say. The 
attempt in the Iron Trade does not produce much real effect. ‘The Hard- 
ware Trades are, ou the whole, improving, and are tolerably active. 





Mancuester Gro.oaicat Socrery.—The monthly meeting of mem- 
bers was held on Tuesday, at the Museum, Peter-street; the Vice-Presi- 
dent (Mr. E. W. Binney) in the chair. Mr. Joseph Dickinson, the Pre- 
sident, read a paper ** On the Coal Strata of Lancashire,” in the course of 
which he entered into a general description of the coal beds in the locality. He stated 
that in the first volume of the Transactions of the seciety there were papers “ On the 
Geology of Manchester and it Vicinity,” by Mr. James Hey wood and Mr, Binney. These 
papers were read 24 years ago; but, although so long back, he could testify to’their 
general accuracy. After the reading of the paper, Mr. Dickinson was complimented by 
several of the gentlemen present, and a general wish was expressed that the sections of 
the coal fields which he produced to illustrate his paper should be lithographed for the 
information of the public, as the want of such a map for reference was felt very much. 
The question was referred to the council, it being stated that the expense would be 
heavy. A brief paper was read by Mr. John Atkinson, honorary secretary, “‘ On some 
Teeth and a Flint found in the Drift at Barrowford, near Burnley,” by Mr. J. Whitaker. 
Mr. Whitaker stated in his paper that he was not able to offer uny opinion respecting 
the Aint, but he ventured to suggest that it was something like a work of art. No dis- 
cussion followed. A vote of thanks to the Chairman terminated the proceedings. 








UriLisation oF Biast-Furnace Gases.— According to the invention 
of Mr. D. Schwabe, of Terre Noire, St. Etienne, a circular or other shaped 
metal hopper or casing is placed inside the throat of the furnace, and ex- 
tends a short distance down the same, having an annular space or chamber 
all round between the outer side of the hopper, and the inner side of the throat of the 
furnace. The gases pass into this annular chamber, and are conducted therefrom to 
any locality where they are to be used by suitable conduits or passages opening directly 
into the annular chamber. The hopperis connected in any convenient manner toa cast- 
iron plate forming the crown of the furnace, such plate having an annular water gutter 
constructed thereon, for the purpose of forming a hydraulic joint for the reception of the 
lip or edge of a dome-shaped metal cover, which entirely closes the mouth of the furnace, 
but is so formed and disposed as to leave an annular opening between the top edge or lip 
of the hopper, and the inner side or wall of the gutter, to allow a portion of the gases tc 
pass freely over the edge of the hopper and down into the annular chamber first referred 
to, suitable stops or valves being placed, if desired, in the openings leading to the cham- 
bers below for the purpose of regulating the draught or passage of the gas. by this 
system the gases are collected equally from all parts of the transverse section of the 
furnace, one portion passing over the upper edge or lip of the hopper, and then downwards 
into the annular chamber, and the other portion passing directly upwards into the an- 
nular chamber, entering it at the bottom by passing under the lower edge or lip of the 
hopper. A weighted lever working on a swivel fulcrum may be used for elevating and 
removing the cover when required. 


TreATING Brruminous Susstances.—Messrs, Moreau and Ragon, of 
Bernard-street, Russell-square, have patented some improvements in the 
treatment of bituminous substances. The bitumen, asphalt, schist, Bog- 
head coal, Cannel coal, peat, and other solid matter is first distilled. The 
distillate is then distilled over into a globular vessel, and into this vessel steam is also 
admitted, che oily matter coming over being thus well washed, cleansed, and to a great 
extent deprived of smell. The destruction of the smell may be faciiltated by chlorine, 
which may be applied as gas, or by treatment with chloride of lime, &c. The addition 
of chlorine also renders the oil capable of saponification. The lighter oils they propose 
to use as burning oils or otherwise, whilst the heavier are treated with the peroxide of 
manganese and hydrochloric acid, and a lubricating compound or soap produced. The 
same gentlemen have also invented an improved mode of manufacturing coke and gas, 
which is particularly applicable tothe manufacture of gas from peat. The gas is generated 
in retorts heated from the outside, and the vapours given off are passed through a closed 
vessel containing incandescent coke, and thence to the gas-holder, Whilst passing 
through the incandescent coke the water in the peat is decomposed into oxygen and 
hydrogen; the oxygen combines with the carbon,and the hydrogen with the‘carburetted 
hydrogen, the latter mixture passing on to the gas-holder. The importance of this in- 
vention, when the chemical binations take placeas Messrs Moreau and Ragon state, 
cannot be too highly estimated; even omitting to notice the fact that the coke will be 
more porous and valuable. ° 











THE MINES OF RIO TINTO. 


Some short time since an interesting little book, entitled ‘‘ Notes on the 
Mines of Rio Tinto,” was published by Mr. Joseph Lee Thomas, whose 
long residence in the neighbourhood will be a sufficient guarantee that his 
statements are made with a full knowledge of facts, and, as a large number 
of our readers are connected with mining adventure in the same district, 
we may take the opportunity of giving a brief outline of Mr. Thomas’s re- 
marks, more especially as they include some valuable hints in connection with the treat- 
ment of poor copper ore, a subject which receives far less attention from the mine adven- 
turers of this country than it justly deserves. The mines of Rio Tinto are situatein the 
north-east of the province of Huelva, about 12 leagues weat of Seville. The camino real 
to Estremadura is available for one-third of the distance, but the remainder is simply a 
mule track. The Rio Tinto Mine itself isone of many which the ancients have worked 
in a zone of metalliferous rock extending from Castillo de las Guardias to Grandola, in 
Portugal. The formation is clay-slate, probably of Lower Silurian formation; strike 
east to west; and the general dip north, the angle varying but little from the vertical. 
The ore is essentially iron pyrites, but is accompanied by a small percentage of copper 
pyrites, and some silex, (say) 1 or 2 per cent. ; galenaand biendeare also found in small 
quantities disseminated through the mass. Alternating with the deposits of iron pyrites 
are others of manganese. Numerous mines of manganese (pyrolusite) are now being 
worked, and large quantities of very pure ore, assaying 63 per cent., raised and exported 
to England ; Its price delivered at Huelva is 2/. 15s. per ton, 

In the vicinity of most of the deposits of pyrites there are quantities of old slags, but 
at the Rio Tinto the extent of ground covered with them is immense; they can only be 
compared to the heaps of iron slags one sees in South Wales. In comparison with Rio 
Tinto, the mounds of slag to be seen at the other-mines of the district are insignificant, 
and almost lead one to the conclusion that the former must have been a centre to which 
the ancients conveyed ore from the neighbouring mines, havirg probably been selected 
by them as the centre of smelting operations, on accoant of the abundance of fuel in its 
vicinity. The mines of the province of Huelva, continues Mr. Thomas, are supposed to 
have been worked by the Pheenicians, Carthaginians, and Romans, and we may here re- 
mark that there certainly appears to be far greater probability that Spain was the most 
distant country with which the Phoenicians traded for tin, and not the British Isles, as 
Dr. Smith, whose book we ndticed a few weeks since,maintains. Mr. Thomas » 
with respect to the Huelvan tradition concerning the mines, that the Romans worked 
them there is abundant prcof; that the Phosniciansand Carthaginians did is a mere hy- 
pothesis, although a probable one, based upon the evidence that exists of the former peo- 
ple having traded with Spain, and the latter having occupied the country. Some writers 
on Spanish archwology regard Andalusia as the site of the ancient city of Tharsis. 

The mines of Rio Tinto have been worked more or less by Spaniards since 1727, but 
it is only since 1783, when the Government took them into its own hands, that they 
have assumed any importance. In 1829 they were granted to Jasper Remisa for 20 years, 
at a fixed rent of 2708/. sterling per annum during the first ten years, and 3229/. per 
annum afterwards. Remisa’s lease expired in 1849, and since that time the Government 
has worked the mine, which he appears to have left in a ruinous condition. From 1849 
to 1858 the average yield of the ore was 144 per cent., and the largest percentage ob- 
tained in any one year by the Fabrica de los Planes was 1% ; and of late years it has 
but slightly exceeded the 114 per cent, stipulated by the Government to be returned by 
the company. 

The mass of ore does not make to the surface, but is covered with a deposit of oxide 
of iron, more or less mixed with decomposed porphyry, and varying in thickness in dif- 
ferent localities ; for the length of 500 metres, for which the mine is worked, the thick- 
ness is about 25 metres. in many mines in the district, among them El Tharsis, 
Buitron, and Rio Tinto, Mr. Thomas observed in places a very marked depression in the 
ground exactly over the deposit, the walls of which rose above its level, and defined 
clearly the width of the mineral below. Where these depressions are observab'e he has 
no doubt that the Romans or their predecessors worked the mines by means of an open 
cutting ; this view is confirmed by the character of the filling, which looks more like 
the work of haman hands than a natoral formation. At the Lagunazo Mine, where 
works have lately been commenced by an English company, ore has been cut at adepth 
of 7 metres only from the surface. This, heis inclined to believe, is no special instance, 
and that in cases where the depressions are observable the ore found near the surface 
has been taken away by the old men. In many instances old shafts are found perforat- 
ing the filling in which covers the mineral—these he is inclined to regard as the work 
of the Romans, and that when they came to Spain they found the backs of the lodes had 
already been taken away by the Phonicians and Carthaginians, and were compelled to 
have recourse to shafts and adits to continue the working of them. In 1858 the ave- 
rage monthly yield was 3722/., and in 1859 it was 5038 tons. The Tharsis Mining 
Company raised for several consecutive months 8000 tons per month, but it is supposed 
that this was done by augmenting the cost of labour and carriage so considerably as to 
leave a loss. Their present average is 3000 tons per month. Two Government mining 
engineers, Angiola and Cossio, recommended the Government not to lease the Rio Tinto 

Mine, except on the condition of raising 10,000,000 quintals annually, which is equai to 
38,178 English tons mouthly. Mr. Thomas observes that for his part, apart from the 
possibility of raising any such quantity for many years to come, he very much doubts 
the prudence of attempting it. 

During the period the Rio Tinto Mine was under Remisa the copper ce-

There is at present little enquiry for | ore now treated by the wet way Mr. Thomas estimates will give an average assay of 


3% per cent., and some is as low as 0°31 per cent. The ore is first calcined in heaps tn 
the form of a truncated pyramid, 12 metres long by 7 metres broad at the base, which 
contains about 4000 quintals of ore. The roasting continues from five to six months, 
The calcined mineral is then placed In lixiviation tanks, which are generally of rough 
masonry lined with asphalt; when two-thirds full they contain nearly 23 tons of ore, 
When the ore has been in these tanks sufficiently long, usually 7 to 9daysat Rio Tinto, 
and 12 days at la Chaparita, the water with the copper in solution is drawn, and the 
metal is precipitated, in other similar tanks, with pig-iron. Theexpenses of lixiviation 
and cementation of the quintal calcined mineral costs 4/4. nearly, or about 7s. 6d. per 
ton, and 1s. 7434. per ton covers the cost of calcination. Mr. Thomas’s concluding notes 
refer to the profits derivable from the working upon the present system, and he states 
that his remarks are intended as hints for further investigation, and with a view cf 
calling attention to the remarkable mines of Rio Tinto, wisich musi nave been productive 
in ancient times of immense wealth,and which in their present condition, in this age of 
science and railways, are a disgrace to the country that possesses them. 








PROCESSES OF MINING IN SOUTH AMERICA—No. III. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 


; Six,—To complete this view of the Processes of Mining in South Ame- 
rica, it will now be only necessary to look at the chief features of mines 
and mining in Brazil, more especially in the province of Minas Geraes, 
that grand storehouse of mineral wealth. After journeying some leagues 
in a north-westerly direction from Rio Janeiro, just before ascending 1° 
those vast serras, where the metal reposes in its matrices till washed dow‘ay. 
by the rains—serras that stretch away in broken rocky mountain ridges, 
enclosing hills and vales—we come upon a region of country where all 
vegetation is arrested, though the plains are watered by delicious streams; 
a land verdureless, arid, and desolate. The Portuguese, when they came 
upon this portion of country, found the very roots of the grass embossed 
with gold particles, and the first washings were from the roots of the herb- 
age at the base of the hills. Indeed, all mining experience goes to show that the gold 
reposing in its matrix in the ridges of rock that intersect the country has had its lighter 
particles conveyed downwards and deposited in the soll by the rains, which falling in 
impetuous torrents have percolated within the “walls” of the veins, In this process, 
so long as it is not interfered with by man, not only the roots but the leaves of grass are 
covered with a yellow and black deposit; the first gold dust, the latter esmeril or oxide 
of iron, a substance which always accompanies it. The veins themselves may some- 
times be traced along the surface of the earth by acertaln ochreous or rusty appearance, 
but this is not very common. 

The banks of the rivers afforded abundant evidence of the avidity with which the 
search was conducted. The banks were furrowed and red; the vegetable mould had 
been completely washed away dy the head waters, led down from above by seams or 
channels. The red earth is seen everywhere cut into square troughs, with but narrow 
ridges of this earth between them. The light parts of the clay having been washed 
away the gold remained behind, but the elements of fertility had been utterly exhausted. 
For a time after these lavras, or washings, came to furnish but a scanty yield, or only 
occasional !umps of any value found, the pursuit on any extended scale was abandoned. 
The veins were not pursued into the rock itself, by opening trenches on the most hori- 
zontal surfaces, where indications of gold were to be. These trenches (talho albertos), 
or open cuts, were seldom carried to a depth of more than 12 feet. As soon as the vein 
dipped below from this level further search was given up. It was not only want of 
capital but of skill that led to this limitation; water-mills were attempted, but could 
not, from their clumsiness and deficiency in mechanical arrangements, be rendered effec- 
tive, The means of abridging labour were not sufficiently understood, not even an inclined 
plane with buckets being thought of—negroes, with awkward casks, being left to climb 
up the steep ascents, at the risk of their necks. The veins in the heart of the 
sterile rock were, 1 ly, d, whilst the prolific soil of the country was 
ruined. The following process continues to be adopted :—Pits having been dug, and the 
auriferous sands or earth collected, head streams of water, partly themselves charged 
with gold, are turned upon these, washing them down a trough with a gentle gradient, 
and lined on either side with green sods, or along their bottom English blankets or hides, 
with the hair uppermost. The leaves and roots of the grass subjected to this current 
become gradually covered with a yellow deposit of gold dust, and the black esmeril, or 
oxide of iron. In a pool parallel to the trench are placed a number of negroes, each 
with a shallow dish, either a large wooden bow!, some 8 ft. in circumference, and hemi- 
spherical ; a smaller one, made like the former of the root of a tree; and another in the 
shape of a cone, flattened at the extremity, the concave surface terminating in a hollow 
point in the centre. The impregnated sods are raised from the trench by negro boys, 
and placed before the men, who first select a portion for the second-named instrument, 
or the “‘carumbela,” which is dipped in water, and being turned dexterously from side 
to side, the leaves and fibres of the grass, together with the lighter clay entangled with 
them, are soon carried off. The clouded residuum of black and yellow indicate esmeril 
and gold. This mixture is placed in the cone-like vessel, or batea, and so dexterously 
moved from side to side, in a constant ablation of fresh water, that not only are any re- 
maining particles of clay, but even the esmeril itself, in short, everything but the gold 
dust, carried off. The particles are sometimes exceedingly minute, but frequently ap- 
pear in small globules, as large as a grain of small shot. 

The above process, unscientific as it appears, is still extensively pursued, but the che- 
mical process of mixing gold with oxide in a bowl with mercury, in the proportion of 
2 0zs. of the latter to 2 lbs. of the gold and oxide, is also extensively resorted to. But 
even this mass is worked by the hand, the object being not to amalgamate, bat merely 
to entangle the gold. The mass is then put intoa bag, to which pressure is applied, and 
the mercury to some extent passes through. The remaining contents of the bag are 
now placed in an open brass vessel over the fire; green leaves are then laid over it, and 
these as soon as they become parched are removed, and others put in their place. The 
leaves when removed exhibit on their surface small globules of mercury. As soon as 
mercury ceases to be deposited the contents of the vessel will be found to consist of a 
dali whitish gold. “ Auro Branco,” or black gold, usually contains an alloy of silver, 
— "tance to the air acquires a brown tarnish by oxydation, and hence is called 

gold. 

The banks of rivers in these localities are furrowed with lavras, and on some ledges 
of ‘rock may be seea shallow excavations, ramifying in all directions, indicating a pur- 
suit of the veins of quartz forming the matrix of the metal. The trenches were 8 or 9 ft. 
deep. The rock had been seamed wherever the veins appeared. Nodules of the matrix 
were strewn about. This was a perfect specimen of the improved method the talho al- 
bertos adhere to. The lavras of the country, in vales surrounded by hills, bear marks of 
the extent to which they have been worked. The proprietor of one estate, some leagues 
north of Villa Reca, suspecting the deposits to be the mere refuse of untouched sources, 
searched the wooded hills, and discovered loose lumps and a lode of auriferous ironstone, 
which had furnished the earth below with its golden particles. Working systematically. 
he followed the direction of the lode by pushing levels, which led to the diacovery of 
circular deposits formed by a concurrence of veins, which ylelded collections of gold in 
a quantity hitherto unknown. The lodes consisted of compact blue ironstone, a dark 
brown red oxide of iron and manganese, soft, rather sapernaceous, and was washed and 
worked without difficulty. Three levels were thus pushed into the mountain, one ex- 
tending 50 or 60 yards, 

On the verge of lakes girt by hills may be seen piled up beds of pebbles, thus show- 
ing a search for gold in the beds of gravel and sand in which they lie. Each pe 
ble is a matrix of gold, and large stones, with hollows on their surfaces, on which peb- 
bles have been broken, lie about. On the plains magnificent mansions‘are seen standing 
on sterile tracts—red deserts, whose fertility has been destroyed by the gol4-seekers, 
whose works look as fresh after a century and a half as though they had been under- 
taken yesterday. These deserts are often fringed with a magnificent vegetation they 
can never come to share. When it is remembered that this washing is going on in 
thirty-six districts in one province, that tens of thousands of labourers are engaged in 
the work, the rapidity with which fertile regions, having the fortune, or misfortune, to 
receive the washings of auriforous serras, are in process of dissolution, will be apparent. 
The gold minutely disseminated in the residue after washing, consisting of pyrites, is 
now usually obtained by smelting and amal In the course of these processes 
evidences present themselves of silver and copper. Parcels of rock have been partially 
undermined, which are said to have burried beneath them ex! amounts of 
gold that had actually been mined, and there lay originally on the surface. 

There is a celebrated mine in the very midst of the town of Serra do Lenheiro. It 
lies in the depth of the ravine, anc several artificial cuts lead thither, but it is the focus 
by nature as well as art of the auriferous waters running from the neighbouring serra— 
the common reservoir of all the particles of gold detached from their matrix, and brought 
down by the torrent. After rain the inhabitants used to resort to the pit, and obtalo 
enormous quantities of gold by raising and washing the sand and pebbles. An English 
speculator purchased for 3007. this deep, muddy, and apparently inaccessible reservoir, 
and by an enormous trench drew off a great part of the waters into the river, the > 
of which was even at a lewer level. The site of the city of Matozinhos once con 
an expensive gold mine. To intercept the particles of gold brought down by a mountaia) 
stream, & mound was run across a ravine ; but the architect not calculating the pressure | 
of the accumulated water after a rainy season, it gave way, and the expensive mound, 
and all the treasures within it, disappeared in one night. 

The chief smelting houses in Minas Geraes are attached to the registry offices of the dif- 
ferent comarces, where all gold raised must be sent, assayed, and the duty paid. There 
are usually two furnaces, with their proper crucibles. The dust and grains are put 0, 
with a proportion of muriate of mercury. When the metal is fused with the flux it is 
run into iron; ghs of various sizes, forming ingots, from ten oitavas to an oraba, 
82 lbs. The fuel.used is charcoal, and for this the hardest woods are the best. All the 
charcoal used in smelting is carefully laid by in a covered receptacle under each furnace, 
to be burnt again, to extract any particles of the precious metals it may have imbibed. 
The more impure the gold the more refractory it is, and requires a greater proportion of 
flux of muriate of mercury. 

The skill and enterprise of foreigners was necessary to the opening of these new veins, 
whilst the interests of the Brazilians evidently lay in agriculture, the produce of which 
would be inhanced by the formation of mines. It cannot be said that the permission 
granted by the Brazilian Government for the investment of foreign capital in mintog 
has been taken fall advantage of. This is, no doubt, in part attributable to the exter- 
sive and exclusive character of the grants made to individuals, and through these 
public companies. Four allotments only were issued—one for Espiritu Santo, one of 
Mato Grosso, and two for the Minas Geraes. These allotments might be transferred 
from the individuals in whose favour the decrees were drawn to mining companies. 
Subsequently, in 1825, the duration of Foreign mining companies was limited to wend 
years, and the percentage of payment to Government on the gold raised reduced from

The Imperial Brazilian Mining Association, in reality a British company, 
tained from a native Brazilian the rights conferred by one of four imperial s 
particular one opening the whole province of Minas Geraes to mining operations, 
with a number of skilful English miners, and miners from the Hartz, aided by slaves 
on a large estate which it holds, pursuing the precious metal in the ancient minis 
ground of San José, by shafts, adits, and levels. Four shafts have already been sank 
the rock, and there is a score of lodes yet untouched. The formation is of mica-sialt 
The veins are commonly embedded with quartz, intermixed with ironstone, es 
iron, ochre, tellurium, and pyrites containing gold and silver. All the signs of gold ® 
which the native Brazilians rely may there be found—marcasites, or pieces of metal, “ 
rocky cavities, water impregnated with sulphates, sickly vegetation, sharp and loud 
verberation of sounds from the hills. whit® 

The working of topaz mines is chiefly carried on by native Brazilians.. The 
medullary mass of topaz veins, resembling soft chalk, though not calcareous, are se 
rally foand embedded in soft schist, of talc, clay, or mica-slate.

S1r,—The following report was made in July, 1862, by Mr. Jonathan 
Down, of the Alderley Edge Sandstone Copper Mine, near Manchester, 
but was never issued to the proprietary until upwards of six months after;

explained, but can be easily guessed at. I publish it for the benefit and 
instruction of those who, like Mr. Charles S. Richardson, desire and ap- 
preciate information. 

Alderley Edge Mine, July 2 —Since my return from the Gourock Mine, on Saturday 
last, I have been very busy making experiments on the samples of ore which I brought 
back from the mine with me, in order to ascertain whether it is practicable to work those 
ores by the “ wet” process or not, and the following are the results of my experiments :—

You will observe that the amount of soluble matter contained in both these samples, 
in proportion to the amount of copper it contains, is very large indeed, the greater part 
of which is lime, with a little alumina and oxide of iron, and as our ores here at these 
mines do not contain but from 2°5 to 2°75 per cent. of soluble matter besides the copper 
(about 1°5 per cent. on an average), you will see at once it would be perfectly useless to 
attempt to work the ores at the Gourock Mine by the “ wet,” or acid process, as the acid 
that would be required for dissolving out the copper with the large mass of other soluble 
matter would cost more than the copper would be worth after it was taken out of the 
ore: and besides this mass of soluble matter contained in the ores, there is about 30 per 
cent. of all the copper in the ores in a state of su)phuret, and entirely insoluble in hydro- 
chloric acid, and the remaining part of the copper is mostly oxides ofcopper.

least doubt but that the ores from the Gourock Mine can easily be washed up to 15 or

It is with this view, and with that of furthering mining projects, I differ 
from our manager, and do not choose to bury information in a napkin, to the disgust of 
those concerned, and scorn of the well disposed.
